{R. GLADSTONE REFUSES TO DISCUSS THE

PRISONER TURNS APPROVER IN THE 


JOYCE TRIAL, 

.Lonpon, Nov. 14.—In the House of 
‘Commons this afternoon, Mr. Yorke, Conserva- 
tive, gave formal notice that he would move 
for a select committee to inquire into the 
4 Kilmainham treaty.”” Mr. Dodds, Liberal, 
gave notice that he would oppose the motion. 
Mr. Gladstone stated that if the assumption 
that there had been a treaty was removed 
from Mr. Yorke’s motion he should not object 
to it. 
| Lord Randolph Churchill has placed 50 new 
Amendments to the procedure rules on the 
paper. Debate on ihe second procedure reso- 
lution was resumed to-night. Mr. Gladstone 
Rssented, though with considerable misgiviug, 
he said, toan amendment providing that amem- 
ber may obtain leave to move an adjournment 
Quring the pendency of questions, provided 
that 40 members rise in their places and favor 
such motion. This is a considerable concession 
on the part of the Government, who originally 
demanded that a motion for adjournment 
Could not be put unless leave was granted by a 
majority of the House.

. The House of Commons committee on the 
vase of the imprisonment of Mr. Gray met to- 
Jay to consider its reports. It is understood 
that three will be presented. The first, drafted 
by the Attorney-General, and favored by the 
majority of the committee, states that Judge 
Lawson acted within his jurisdiction in im- 
prisoning Mr. Gray. It further states 
that Mr. Gray was allowed to make 
before the committee a statement, which was, 
however, irrelevant. The second, by Mr. Diil- 
wyn, remark s upon the present state of the 
law of contempt. It maintains that Mr. Gray 
was not guilty of contempt of court, and that 
the whole subject of the state of the law re- 
specting punishments for contempt should be 
Inguired into. The third, by the Irish mem- 
bers of the committee, suggests certain altera- 
tions of the law and reflects upon the conduct 
of Judge Lawson. After some discussion, the 
rommittee decided that there was no occasion 
for the House of Commons to take further no- 
tice of the matter. 

DvuBLIN, Nov. 14.—It has been learned that 
another of the prisoners charged with the 
murder of the Joyce family has turned ap- 
prover. His name is Thomas Casey. The 
brial was continued to-day. Three wit- 
nesses who allege that they followed the as- 
Bassins at a distance gave evidence and 
identified the prisoners. Counsel elicited 
in the cross-examination that there had 
been bad feeling between one of the 
witnesses and Patrick Joyce, the assassin now 
actually on trial, and also between another 
witness and the murdered farmer. The first 
approver, whose name is Philbin, deposed that 
be accompanied the accused to the house of 
the Jorces and waited outside and heard 
the shrieks of the victims. Casey was 
next examined. His testimony corrobo- 
rated that of the preceding witness. 
Mr. Malley then addressed the court on 
behalf of the prisoner. He maintained that 
the innocence of the accused was shown by the 
absence of motive for the crime, and claimed 
that the evidence against him had been con- 
cocted. He pointed out the inconsistency of 
the evidence ior the prosecution, and said that 
given by John Joyce was instigated by spite. 

The arrest yesterday of a man for alleged 
participation in the Joyce family murder took 
piace at Cong. It was made in consequence 
of information given by one of the approvers. 

Ennis, Nov. 14.—in the election to fill the 
seat in tne House of Commons for Ennis made 
vacant by the retirement of Mr. Finigan, Mr. 
Kenny, Parnellite, has been returned by a vote 
of 156 against 95 for Mr. Reeves, the Liberal 
gandidate.

THE CONDITION OF EGYPT. 

@ TREATY TO BE MADE FOR THE SECURITY 
OF THE COUNTRY AND THE COST OF 
OCCUPATION. 

Catro, Nov. 14.—Baker Pasha’s reorgani- 
tation of the Egyptian Army has so far pro- 
ceeded that 1,000 men have already been sent 
to the Soudan. 


LEXANDRIA, Nor. 14.—Suleiman Daoud 
pnd Moussa-el-Akad, who are accused of com- 
plicity in the burning and pillage of Alex- 
andria, have arrived here from Crete, and 
have been forwarded to Cairo under guard. 

An officer in the Ottoman telegraph service 
has arrived in Egypt and asked the permission 
of the Government to establish telegraphic 
communication between Constantinople and 
Hedjaz, by way of Soudan. 

Lonpon, Nov. 14.—Mr. Gladstone made a 
statement in the House of Commons to-day 
relative to Egypt. He said there were now 
only 12,0U0 troops there, but the present state 
of things was provisional. ‘The Government 
bad no idea of allowing so large a force to re- 
main there long. ‘Che next step would be to 
conclude a convention relative to a temporary 
arrangement for the security of the country, 
including the charges for the maintenance of 
the troops, Mr. Gladstone said the convention 
would be modeled on that concluded with 
France after the battle of Waterloo. The con- 
vention would be presented to the House when 
concluded, but te was unable to say that it 
would be ready this session. Her Majesty’s 
Government had not arrived at any decision 
that it would be desirable to claim from 
Egypt the expenses of the war as distinguished 
from the expenses of the occupation. Sir 
Staffori Northcote protested against the ret- 
icence of the Government. He suid he would, 
on behalf of the Opposition, take an early op- 
portunity for discussing the subiect of occu- 
pation and of the surrender of Arabi Pasha to 
the Egyptian authorities. : 

Lonpon, Nov. 15.—The Daily News this 
morning says it believes that England has 
inquired of France if she could suggest 
any plan to take the place of the 
dual control in Egypt. The proposition that 
the £residency of the Public Debt Commission 
be filled by a Frenchman was mentioned, but 
no conclusion was arrived at on the subject. 

Mr. Bourke has withdrawn the motion, 
which he gave notice in the House of Commons 
last Thursday be would offer, that the House 
regrets that after the unconditional surrender 
of Arabi Pasha to the British he was delivered 
to an Egyptian tribunal.

Lonpon, Nov. i4.--Anthony Trollope’s 
condition has improved, but his power of 
speech has not returned. 

Telegraphic communication on the Conti- 
nent has been delayed by a snow-storm, which 
prevailed tor five hours. 

Maprip, Nov. 14.—The Police have discov- 
ered two cases containing explosives at the 
Southern Railway Depot. 

A considerable sensation has been created by 
articles in some of the Conservative journals 
recommending that the party observe a 
policy of abstention in the event of 
a dissolution of the Cortes, on the 
ground that the insincerity of the Gov- 
ernment and their abuse of authority 

render the success of the Conservatives im- 
oe. The principal Conservative organs, 

owever, declare that the moment has not vet 
come to discuss the policy to be adopted at the 
general elections. In the meantime the ma- 
jority of the party appear indisposed to par- 
ticipate in the approaching elections for Coun- 
cils-General, although this course of action is 
not assuming the character of general ab- 
stention. ; 

‘ALEXANDRIA, Nov. 14.—The Sanitary. Com- 
mission has received a telegram from Mecca 


announcing that there have been no caaes of 
cholera there since the 4th inst. 

St. PETERSBURG, Nov. 14.—A telegram 
from Nertschinsk states that a prairie fire 
raged on the Mongolian frontier in October, 
covering 70 square miles and consuming num- 
bers of Cossack outposts and villages. 

ViENNA, Nov. 14.—Horwarth, at whose 
house, in Little Pesth, a number of explosives 
were found, has been released. He isthe in- 
ventor of bombs, which he offered tu sell to 
the Minister of War. A military tribunal at 
Trieste has confirmed the sentence of death 
aay upon Overdank, the bomb manufac- 

urer. 

Paris, Nov_14.—The trial of the Directors 
of the Union Générale will begin Dec. 5 before 
the Eighth Correctional Tribunal. 

The Anarchists, who were arrested at Lyons 
have been committed for trial. A preliminary 
investigation showed the existence of a scheme 
for a partial rising at varicus points in order 
to pave the way for a general outbreak. 

After the closing of the Bourse to-day 3 per 
cent. rentes were quoted at 80f. 35c. for the ac- 
count. The decline was owing to rumors that 
a dispute between M. Tirard, Minister of Fi- 
nance, and M. Legrand, Minister of Commerce, 
as to the amount of the sum at the disposal of 
the Government from unexpended credits wiil 
lead to retirements trom the Ministry. It is 
said to-night that the reporter ef the Budget 
Committee has already resigned. 

_Lonpon, Nov. 15.—A scene which occa- 
sioned quite a sensation occurred last night in 
the Globe Theatre during the performance of 
Tennyson’s new pastoral drama, ‘t The Prom- 
ive of May.”” Among those present was the 
Marquis of Queensberry, who is an avowed 
free thinker. He rose excitedly from his seat 
and loudly protested against Tennyson’s rep- 
resentation of the principles of free thought 
as enunciated by one of the characters of the 
play. At the request of an officer the Marquis 
left the theatre, amid much confusion. 

The Standard says it is understood that 
Lord Northbrook, at the beginning of Decem- 
ber, will assume the duties of Secretary of 
State for War, vice the Right Hon. Hugh 
Childers, who will be appointed Chancellor of 
the Exchequer. 
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OPENING OF THE LANDTAG. 

Beruix, Nov. 14.—Emperor William 
opened the Landtag in person to-day. In his 
speech he declared that the revival of com- 
merce and the good harvest afforded ground 
for hope that the advance of all classes of the 
people toward increased prosperity would con- 
tinue. He stated that a disproportion between 
the requirements of the State and its resources 
still existed, owing to the rejection by the 
Reichstag of most of the Government’s 
proposals for the introduction of fresh 
indirect taxes. The resumption of diplo- 
matic intercourse with the Vatican 
had, he said, assisted in strengthening the 
friendly relations between himself and the 
Pope. He expressed the hope that the con- 
ciliatory disposition which the Government 
would not cease to display would favorably 
influence the development of ecclesiastical 
affairs in Prussia. In the meantime the Gov- 
ernment should continue to exercise the pow- 
ers granted to it under the existing laws. 

The Liberals are dissatisfied with the pas- 
sages of the Emperor’s speech relating to 
finances, and among some Conservatives a dis- 
agreeable impression has been produced by his 
friendly tone toward the Vatican.

THE WESTPHALIA ACCIDENT: 

PortsmoutH, Nov. 14.—The steamer 
Westphalia has been docked here. The Cap- 
tain suys the collision between his vessel and 
another steamer was caused by the latter im- 
properly starboarding. He remained on the 
spot for two hours, burning lights, but the 


other steamer disappeared, It is now believed 
she made off to avoid giving her name, There 
are no tidings of the Westphalia’s missing boat. 

Lonpon, Nov. 14.—A channel pilot who 
landed at Falmouth to-day reports that a boat, 
doubtless the one sent by the Westphalia in 
search of the damaged steamer, was passed 20 
miles east-north-east of Beachy Head at 11 
o’clock this morning. The missing boat was 
thus all right nine and a half hours after 1t had 
been launched. 


MARINE MISHAPS.

A SCHOONER FOUNDERS—STRANDING OF A 
STZAM-SHIP—OTHER DISASTERS. 

New-Haven, Nov, 14.—The 240-ton schoon- 
er Charles Carrol, Capt. Charles C. Terry, bound 
from the Connecticut River to New-York, with 
wood, foundered last night at midnight off Clinton. 
The crew escaped to the shore In a boat. The ves- 
sel, which was over 30 years old, will be a total 
wreck. She was owned by William Jenkins, of 
New-York. The cargo was insured. 

Hyannis, Mass., Nov. 14.—The tug Leader 
arrived here this afternoon with the schooner Sul- 
livan Sawin in tow. They were run into last night 
off Provincetown by an unknown barkentine. The 


Sawin lost a part of her topsails. No damage was 
done to the tug. 


CHarRueston, 8. C., Nov. 14.—The British 
steam-ship Royal Welsh, with a cargo of 4,000 bales 
of cotton for Barcelona, ran ashore on the breakers 
of the bar this forenoon. At the critical moment 
of making a turn in the channel the hawser by 
which she was being hauled parted. Further ef- 
forts by three tugs to take her off did not succeed, 
the tide having failen. A steamer and a large force 
of men have gone to the stranded steamer, and 
will take out cargo during the night. It is expect- 
ed that she will come off at the morning tide with 
the assistance of steam tugs. Everything looks 
favorable. 

Hawirax, Nova Scotia, Nov. 14.—The ship 
Senator, from New-York tor London, with vil, has 
arrived here with rudder damaged. The Captain 
reports that all went well until Nov. 5, being then 
three days out, when a heavy gale from east-south- 
east sprang up, accompanied by a tremendous sea. 
While the ship was lying to, she was struck bya 
heavy sea, which broke the rudder and rudder 
irons and stern-post, started cutwater and stem, 
and did other damage. With the aid of a jury rud- 
der the ship reached this port. She will, probably, 
have to discharge cargo here for repairs. 

St. Jonun, New-Brunswick, Nov. 14.—The 
brig Althea, hence, for Youghal, previously report- 
ed ashore at Musauash Harbor, came off and was 
towed into port to-day for repairs, She is not 
badly damaged. 
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GLOOMY TRADE PROSPECTS, 


CINCINNATI MERCHANTS EXPECTING A DE- 
CREASE OF BUSINESS. 

CINCINNATI, Nov. 14.—From leading busi- 
ness men it is ascertained that there is little pros- 
pect of any considerable improvement in the 
money market for some time to come, and failures 
of merchants in the interior who have purchased 
heavy stocks of goods may be looked for. The 
difficulty is that the farmers are not selling their 
produce, and the ustal flow of currency from the 
East at thia season of the year has, for that reason, 


been ina large measure stopped. For some time 
the Cincinnati banks have been buying New- 
York exchange from each other, which is 
very unusual. The mild weather during Octo- 
ber and half of November has prevented the Fall 
trade from being as heavy as was anticipated, and 
stocks are unsold. The countrv merchants have 
bought heavily on time, and there will be an un- 
usual number of cases where they will be unable to 
meet their paper at maturity. The time bas now 
come for bad roads, and p:oduce wili be slow in 
being marketed, even incases where farmers are 
desirous of selling soon. 

In Cincinnati the merchants have less to com- 
plain of. Sales have not been as heavy as was ex- 
pected, but owing to the demand for money in 
New-York, extraordinary rates of discount were 
offered for cash payments, and the local merchants 
have taken advantage of it by borrowing money 
of the banks. In spite of the smail sales, therefore, 
they have thus been enabled to make a fair profit. 
They anticipate a decrease of business through 
southern Indiana, Kentucky, Tennessee, and the 
States further south and west.

THE NEWS AT WASHINGTON 


RUMORS OF OFFICIAL CHANGES IN 
NE W-YORE. 

THE ALLEGED PROGRAMME OF THE PRESI- 
DENT—A CABINET MEETING HELD YES- 
TERDAY AT WHICH NOTHING WAS SAID 
ABOUT THE MATTER. 

Wasuincton, Nov. 14.—For two or 
three days predictions have been heard here 
that at to-day’s meeting of the Cabinet a pro- 
gramme would be considered for the removal 
of Collector Robertson, Postmuster Pearson, 
and other Government officers in New-York. 
This programme has given great satisfaction 
to some of the warmer friends of the Adminis- 
tration, while to others it has appeared to be 
totally uncalled for, and calculated, if car- 
ried out, to add to the embarrassment 


of the party in New-York and elsewhere. 
When the Cabinet met at noon to-day all the 
members except Attorney-General Brewster 
and Secretary of the Interior Teller were 
present. The President had come in from the 
Soldiers’ Home, where he is Mving while 
the repairs to the White House are 
being completed, and after 11 o’clock had 
received the new Argentine Minister and at- 
tended to some routine business. In the meet- 
ing which followed, the half-hour session was 
taken up with talk about department matters 
and particularly with reference to the forth- 
coming annual reports, 1t is understood that 
no reference was made to the subject of remov- 
als in New-York or elsewhere. A Cabinet officer 
who spoke to a friend about this matter this 
afternoon said that while it was not improba- 
ble that several removals might be intended, 
they were not discussed to-day, and to him it 
seemed to be an altogether improper and ab- 
surd thing to suppose that the President would 
submit a programme for a sweeping change in 
one particular State to a meeting of his Cabi- 
net. It was much more likely, in the estima- 
tion of the Cabinet officer referred to, that 
the President would be governed, if at all, in 
deciding upon probable removals, by the heads 
of the departments in which the changes were 
desired to be made,

Wasnineton, Nov. 14.—The notice sent 
out after the election to all office-holders in 
New-York who had failed to contribute to the 
campaign expense fund, and to which was at- 
tached the signature of Mr, Edward M. John- 
son, was shown to the Secretary of the com- 
mittes here yesterday. Mr. Johnson laughed, 
and declared that it was a new thing to him, 
and must have been sent out bv the commit- 
tee after he left the rooms. He presumed that 
it had been issued to enable the committee to 
discharge its indebtedness to the proprietors 
of the Fifth-Avenue Hotel.

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 14, 1882. 

The receipts from internal revenue to-day 
were $135,793 22, and from Customs $630,601 48. 

The national bank notes received for re- 
demption to-day amounted to $353,000. 

The President to-day appointed Judson 
Fields Postmaster at Canastota, N. Y., and 
Lewis Kenny Postmaster at Highland, Il. 

It is reported here to-night by those con- 
nected with the prosecution in the star route 
eases that Edward Taylor, who was fora 
time eraployed by the Department of Justice, 
and who contributed a long affidavit to the In- 


gersoll collection, has left the city for parts 
unknown. 


In a case where an application for timber 
culture entry was made while the office of 


Receiver was vacant by the death of its late 
incumbent, the Commissioner of the General 
Land Office holds that after the appointment 
of a Receiver the firs? applicant was entitied to 
entry, and that the applicant in this case ac- 
quired no exclusive right by virtue of his ap- 
plication, 

Postmaster-General Howe denies the report 
that he intends to resign from the Cabinet, 
and says that he has never heard ar official 
suggestion of such a nature. He has net yet 
completed his annual report, which he expects 
to make of public interest, from the fact that 
it will include recommendations looking to 
radical changes in the methods of conducting 
postal business, such as the establishment of a 
postal telegraph system and the indirect low- 


ering of the letter rate by the extensive use of 
stamped envelopes. 


Assistant Secretary New resumes his duties 
at the Treasury Department to-day. In an- 


swer to an inquiry he said that he had not re- 
signed and did not intend doing so. His 
relations with Secretary Folger, he said, were 
of the pleasantest character, and had been ever 
since their first meeting, There had never 
been the slightest cause for a misunderstand- 
ing between them. Mr, New also said that so 
far as he was informed there was no founda- 
tion whatever for the rumors of the contem- 
plated removal of First Auditor Reynolds and 
Second Controller Upton. 

The Argentine Minister, Mr. Dominques, 
was presented to the President by the Secre- 


tary of State to-day just before the meeting 
of the Cabine’. Mlle. M. Loizillon, Inspect- 
ress-Genera)] of the female primary schools of 
Paris, and Mlle. M. Conturier, Directress of 
the female high school of Havre, were also 
presented to the President by Gen. Eaton, 
Commissioner of Education. ‘bese ladies are 
commissioned by the French Government to 
investigate the system of public schools in thls 
country with a view to its introduction in the 
French rebublic. 


The Chinese Minister, accompanied by Mr. 
Bartlett, the American Secretary of the Le- 


gation, and two other members, left here this 
afternoon for Philadelphia, to enter upon a 
visit to the manufactures and natural resources 
of Pennsy vania. Some time ago they ex- 
pressed a desire to the President to make this 
visit, and he requested Attorney-General 
Brewster to escort them through the State. 
The latter will, therefore, meet them in Phila- 
delphia. Theparty will first visit the Baldwin 
Locomotive-works in Philadelphia, the repair 
shops of the Pennsylvania Railroad at Altoona, 
and other points of interest. They will then 
visit the ship-yards at Chester, the iron-works 
at Johnstown, and the manufacturing estab- 
lishments at Pittsburg. 


The President issued a proclamation on April 
5, 1881, reserving certain lands in Wisconsin. 


Before the receipt of the proclamation at the 
Jacal land office, cash entries ot some of the re- 
served lands were made. Th: Secretary of the 
Interior holds that the proclamation took ef- 
fect from its date, and consequently that the 
entries were illegal. It subsequently appeared 
that the Iand in question was withdrawn 
through a clerical error with another area 
actually needed for reservoir purposes at the 
head waters of the ce agri By a procla- 
mation on the 4th inst. the President restored 
the land to the public domain. The Secretary, 
therefore, holds that as the lands were not 
needed for the purposes specified, the entries 
may be referred to the Board of Adjudication.

He has three chiidren, ail 
less than 10 years old, whom he is accustomed to 


hang up by the arms with ropes, and then beat 
them unmercifully. His wife is also treated to fre- 
quent beatings. Last Sunday, after Eberthal had 
given his family the customary drubbing, the 
\meizghbors had him arrested. The officers of the 


Humane Society have been notified of ‘the case, 
and will probably prosecute the inhuman father 
for cruelty to children. Eberthal gained consider- 
able notoriety on the North Side about a year ago 
by severely cinbbing a one-armed letter-carrier be- 
cause the latter differed with him in his belief that 
Guiteau should receive a large reward from the 
— Government for shooting President Gar- 
eld. 
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CHICAGO COMMERCIAL AFFAIRS. 


SPECIAL FEATURES OF THE MARKETS—SUS- 
PENDED FROM THE BOARD OF TRADE. 
CuicaGco, Nov. 14.—The leadirg produce 
markets were again irregular to-day, with a fair 
volume of business transacted. Provisions were 
weak, mostly on pork, while wheat was stronger 
and corn steadier, although tame. Oats were weak 
early, and then firm, while bariey was stronger and 
rye was steady. Provisions were again on the 
down grade. Pork was weak early, while other 
products were relatively steady, but all tended 
strongly downward in the latter part of the session. 


Pork declined 5714 cents for November, and about 
25 cents on the longer futures, all closing but 
a shade above the bottom. Lard declined 
80 cents on near deliveries, to 124% cents 
on those more deferred, while meat futures fell off 
10 to 124% cents. Hogs were quoted steady, and 
Liverpool reported 8d. advance in lard, but it 
was supposed that packers were again bearing 
pork, chiefly for this month, and some deliveries 
of pork on November contracts, which were made 
in the morning, came again on thé market, and 
were carefully avoided by the parties interested 
in seeing the prices go+till lower. Lard was rela- 
tively lower from the first two hours, but it was 
noted that most of the Nevember skorts had been 
already filled up, and the market fell off 
rather heavily toward 1 o’clock in sympathy 
with pork, Meats were flat throughout. On the 
afternoon call pork declined about 10 cents, while 
lard was 10 cents higher for the month, to un- 
changed on March. Meats were dull. Wheat was 
more active and stronger, advancing about 1 cent 
from the latest prices of Monday and closing 
tirm. London and Liverpool were called firm, 
while our receipts were larger, and the atocks 
in store here showed a good increase during 
last week, and Milwaukee was not as stronz 
as on the previous day. It was difficult to 
account for the advance here, as the improve- 
ment in England was fuliy compensated by 
higher freight rates, while the dumestic 
news did not favor higber prices. except that there 
was some export demand in New-Yors. But spot 
buyers were tuking a little more freely, and people 
thought they were wor.sing on foreign orders, 
while the buying of futures was stimulated by sev- 
eral moderate lints of shorts being filled in, Five 
men were estimated to have covered about 125,000 
bushels between them. In the afternoon the mar- 
ket improved a shade, except on January, and 
there were rumors that extensive purchases had 
been made in New-York on Euro: ean account. 

Corn was moderately active and very irregular. 
The market advanced about 1% cent in the early 
part of the day, then fell back, but closed 44 cent 
better on futures than the latest prices of Monday. 
The British markets were called firm, our receipts 
of the speculative grade were smaller, and it was 
figured that there were not more than 200,000 bush- 
els in store that can be delivered on contract. It 
was also said that St. Louis had only received 20 
car-loads to-day, all of which graded rejected, 
and Peoria reported 75 cars received, all rejected. 
With a good shipping demand there wasa good ship- 
ping inquiry here for the offerings of No. 2, but the 
increased offerings of rejected were little wanted, 
and the price for that grade declined 234 cents. On 
the other hand, it was said that Kansas is not turn- 
ing out as well ashad been expected, and the 
cloudy weather here, with a shift of wind toa 
warmer quarter, led a good many operators to 
think that frost will probably be followed by an- 
other spell of mild weather. Thisinduced a better 
speculative demand at the decline, but it was met 
by offerings from purties who repented having 
bought the previous day. Shippers of No. 2 com- 
plained that it was very difficult to load cargoes on 
account of the smallness of supplies, and tne pur- 
chases seemed to be restricted to the filling up of a 
couple of cargoes which had been partly secured 
earlier in the week. On the- afternoon cali the 
market was steady. It was said to-day that the 
corn in Wisconsin is glazed without, but is green 
inside, and that a good deal of corn fail over the 
West will reyguire a good deal of drying yet to fitit 
for market. 

A membership in the Board of Trade sold on 
Monday for $4,200, and tiere were rumors that 
$4,400 had been paid in another case. Lamson 
Brothers heave been susnended for one month from 
the Board of Trade. Their alleged offense is cut- 
ting commissions. It is suggested that if the gen- 
tlemen employ that month of leisure judiciously 
they may have lots of company before the month 
is out. Some others are already before the Di- 
rectors and others are said tole shaking in their 
boots. Thecynic of the board says itis the first 
time that a member of that body has been known 
to take less than belonged to him. and for that 
reason, if no other, the offenders should be made 
an example of.

THE IRON MILL EXPLOSION. 
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NO MORE BODIES FOUND IN THE RUINS— 
AN OLD AND RUSTY BOILER. 

CLEVELAND, Nov. 14.—A daylight search 
among the ruins of the dismantled Forest City 
Iron-works this morning failed to reveal any 
further fatalities than those reported last night. 
The three or four men who were missing, and who 
it was thought might have been under the ruins, 
have turned up allright. The direct cause of the 
accident will probably never be known, but there 
is little doubt that the boiler was itself in fault, as 
an old engineer of the mill says that there was a 
fracture in the sheet. Another employe, after re- 
marking that it was an old boiler that nad been in 
use for years, added: **I am not at ali surprised 
at this, as 1 have been looking for it for some time. 
The boilers have been used toomuch. Previous to 
January last they stood idle for three years, while 
the mill was not running, and, of course, became 
rustv on the inside.” 

It is thought that the less to the building and 
machinery will not exceed $5,000. No further 
deaths among the wounded have been reported 
to-day, although J. Evans is ina critical condition 
and may die at any moment. One of his legs is 
broken in two places and his shoulder is badly hurt. 
Wilson, the Chicago man, who was hurtin the hip 
and thrown down, and who, it was feared, might 
have received some internal injury, is able to be 
about. John Muelien, who had a leg broken, is 
doing as well as could be expected. The men who 
were killed were all buried today. The mill does 
not belong to the Cleveland Rolling Mill Company, 
and has no connection with it. 
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DYING FOR WANT OF FOOD. 
Cuicaco, Nov. 14.—A man apparently 
about 60 years old was found by the Police early 


this morning asleep on West Twelfth-street, near 
Morgan. He was very scantily clad, and was witb- 
out shoes. He was taken to the Twelfth-street sta- 
tion, where he gave the name of Frank Shirick. 
Complaining of being sick, the patrol wagon took 
him to the County Hospital. The old man got out 
of the wagon without assistance, walked into the 
hospital, took a seat on a bench, and immediately 
fell over dead. Nothingis kuown of him beyond 
the name he yave, and his death is supposed to 
have been caused by general exhaustion, cold, and 
want of food. 
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A QUESTION OF JURISDICTION, 
TreNTON, N. J., Nov. 14.—Judge Nixon ren- 
dered a decision to-day in the case of Hall against, 
the Devoe Manufacturing Company adverse to 
Judge Blatchford’s decision relative to the admir- 
alty jurisdiction of New-York and New-Jersey, 
holding that New-dersey had admiralty jurisdic- 
tion to the centre of the Hudson River, Kill Von 
Kuli, and Raritan Bay.

THE ILLINOIS ELECTION AND THE 
SENATORSHiP. 

DEMOCRATS URGING A CONTEST IN THE 
THIRD CONGRESSIONAL DISTRICT—GOV. 
CULLOM AND GEN. RAUM LEADING IN 
THE SENATORIAL RACE, 

Cnicaco, Nov. 14—Capt. Black, the 
defeated Democratic candidate for Congress in 
the Third District, is urged by numerous 
Democratic friends to contest the seat with 
George R. Davis, on the ground of alleged 
fraud. Capt. Black, in reply to a question as 
to his intention, said to-day: ‘‘I really can’t 
give you a decided answer. As far asI, per- 
sonally, am concerned, I am sick and tired of 
the whole business, but in these matters a 
man isin the hands of his friends, and they 


claim to have knowledge of overwhelming 
frauds, The law allows a defeated candidate 
30 days after the official resuit is declared to 
file his notice of contest, so what I may decide 
to do is quite uncertain. Col, Davis's apparent 
majority on the face of the returns is quite 
large, and if Iam convinced that I have been 
fairly beaten, I am nut the man totry and 
slip in because there is a heavy Democratic 
majority in Congress.’’ 

The official figures give the Republicans a 
majority of 12 on joint ballot in the Illinois 
Legislature. Gov. Cullom, Green b. Raum, 
ex-Senator Oglesbv, Gen, John I. Rinaker, 
Lieut.-Gov. Hamilton, Gen. Thomas J. Hen- 
derson, and Congressman J. G. Cannon are 

romirently mentioned in the race for the 

Jnited States Senatorship. It is claimed that 
Gov. Cuilom is ineligible under section 5, Arti- 
cle V., of the Constitution, which provides 
that the Governor shall not be eligible to 
any other office during the period for which he 
bas been elected. On the other hand, itis as- 
serted that the United States Senate has de- 
clared this section to be of no effect by admit- 
ting Gov. Oglesby, who was elected Senator, 
immediately after his inauguration as Govern- 
or. Gov. Cullom now leadsin the race, with 
Gen. Raum a close second, but both are a long 
way short of the requisite number of votes to 
elect. Gov. Cullom has the advantage of 
State patronage, but Gen. Raum_has 4 strong 
Federal backing, so that it is impossible to 
foretell the issue at present. It is not at all 
unlikely that neither will capture the prize, 
and that it will fall to some dark horse.

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KILLED BY THE FALL OF A DERRICR. 

CLEVELAND, Nov. 14.—Another terrible ac- 
cident occurred this evening,.by which two men 
lost their lives and one was seriously hurt. The 
scene wasalarge brick block at the corner of 
Seneca and St. Clair streets being erected by a 
young millionaire named J. B. Perkins. A huge 
derrick had been placed in front of the structure 
to haul heavy masses of stone to the upper stories. 
About 5:30 o’cloeck, while hauling up two ton pieces 
of stone, one of the shackles and the holding says 
in each corver broke, releasing the two guys onthe 
opposite side from the derrick boom. (he extra 
weight caused the mainmast of the derrick to snap 
near its base, and the whole thing fell. Three men 
and a boy were on the revolving platform half-way 
up when the cracking began. The boy, Teddy Watts 
by name, and 6 years old, jumped. caught the guy, 
and slid to the ground. William Blake, captain, 
and William Price, colored laborer, also jumped. 
Biake fell between the joists into the unfinished 
eellar and across some mortar toxe:. His back 
was broken and he wasterribly battered. He was 
instantly killed. Price struck on the opposite side- 
walk and was badly injured. The other man, De- 
trick Stegens, went down with the mast. He had 
both legs broken and his skull crushed. He died 20 
minutes afterward. Blake and Stegens were mar- 
ried, and the latter leaves four children. ‘The acci- 
dent occurred in the heart of the city and crowds 
of people assembled. A lack of skill in hanating 
the derrick caused the jerk and consequent snap 
of the shackle.

LITTLE Rock, Ark., Nov. i4.—News was ro- 
ceived here to-day of a double tragedy on the Ked 
River, a few miles from Texarkana, Texas, on 
Saturday night. Charles Hewey, Jr., a merchant 
at Lost Prairie, after a quarrel with two brothers 
named Butler went home and was pursued by the 
Butlers, who followed him to a negro cabin, where 
he had taken refuge, and kicked the door down. 
Hewey had a double-barreled shot-gun and killed 
both brothers as they crossed the threshold. He 
was wounded in the arm by a ball fired by a man 
who came with his assailants. The Butlers were 
picked up dead. They were buried in one grave on 
Sunday.

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A SWORN: STATEMENT MADE BE 
MR. BREWSTER CAMERON, 
THE STAR ROUTE JURY—WHY FALL AND 
TAYLOR WERE EMPLOYED AND DISMISSED 
—INTERESTING AFFIDAVITS — STENO: 
GRAPHIC REPORTS OF CONVERSATION— 
TAYLOR’S PECULIAR LABORS. & : 

Wasutnetox, Nov. 14.—One of the of- 
fcial papers in relation to the star route brib; 
ery investigation is asworn statement made 
by Mr. Brewster Cameron, agent of the Dex 
partment of Justice, to Mr. Wells, the special 
counsel employed. This statement is accom- 
panied by several affidavits not heretofore 
made public, and throws much light upon the 
employment of Fail, Taylor, and others, and 
the course which they pursued. 

At the beginning, Mr. Cameron says thaf 
he submits the statement in compliance with 
Mr. Wells’s request that he should furnish 4 
statement of the instructions given to Fall a¢ 
to the nature of the services which he was ex; 
pected to perform when he was employed by 
the department. Edward Taylor, whom Mr: 
Cameron found employed by the department 
under the direction of George K. Chase, hig 
(Cameron’s) predecessor, brought Fall to his 
(Cameron’s) office about the middle of June 
last. James Leonard, an employe of the United 
States Marshal’s office, had told Cameron that 
Fall had positive evidence that Juror Brown 
had been bribed in the ‘ bunco’’ case, tried 
last Spring. Therefor Cameron, as he says, 
asked Taylor to bring Fall to him. When ta¢ 
latter came he said, in reply to Cameron’? 
question, that he could procure the evidenca 
concerning Brown. Mr. Cameron says: 


“He was not willing to give the Government 
any information upen the matter unless he waa 
regularly employed by the department and given 
an appointment. His reason for this, he stated, 
was that he was a member of the Bar of the Dis-+ 
trict, and that several of the counsel for defensa 
were professional friends of his, and that they 
would feel that he had not treated them properly. 
if he should give the Government any information 
in this matter voluntarily, On the other hand, it 
he was appointed, he said, he should feel that it 
was a public duty, and as soon as it became known 
that he aided the Government as he proposed to 
do, not only by giving the information as to; 
Brown’s aetion in the *buneo’ case, but by show+ 
ing that the defense had corruptly influenced the 
jury in the pending star route case, he could state 
to them that it was done in a manner that did not 
compromise his professional standing as a member 
of the Bar.” : 


Fall wanted to be paid atthe rate of $10 a 
day, and said he could get the information! 
without delay. Out of this sum he would pay 
for what assistance he needed, except that he 
would require the department to allow 350 a 
month for a man named James Nelson, a rep< 
utable colored man, who could render him 


great service in «getting the evidence that 
Brown had been bribed. Mr. Cameron said he 
would see special counsel and recommend Fall’s 
employment. He continues as follows: 


“T did not then know that Nelson was the man 
who paid the money to Brown to control ais ver- 
dict in the * bunco’ case. 1 learned that facta day} 
or two afterward, when Fall brought Nelsoa to 
my office and Nelson made a statement which was 
taken down by a stenographer, and after that in- 
terview, and before Fali left me, I notitied him, 
that he must not use Neison in the pending star 
route case in any capacity, but must confine his’ 
work to obtaining any further facts in regard to, 
the corruption of jurors in the * bunce’ case, as he 
(Nelson) had spoken of suspicious conduct on the 
part of juror Holmead in that case. Next dayI 
avain cailed Fali’s attention to this matter, and 
said to him that Nelson might be misied by our 
conversation the night before as to the nature of 
his duties, and I therefore wished him (Fall) to tell 
Nelson plainly that he was to be employed for one 
month only, and to give his whole attention to the 
*bunco’ case, Fa!l then said he had not proposed 
to use Nelson inthe star route case, and after con-~ 
cluding the *“bunco’ case he wouid pay him and 
discharge him and take his receipt for the money, 
which Fall did, bringing the receipt tome. Some 
days afterward, Fall came to the department with 
Nelson’s account, duly sworn to, and the »: oney, 
due Nelson was paid to Fall. Nelson has had no 
connection with the star route case, to my knowl-! 
edge, at any time, and I have not seen him sine@ 
the night the stenographer took his statement.” , 


Mr. Cameron then says that during the con- 
versation with Fall Inspector 8. Wood- 
ward came into the office, and Taylor said he 
could assist Fall not only in the ** bunco”’ mat- 
ter, but also in showing that Brown had beer 
bribed in the star routecase. For such ser. 
vice he asked additional pay. Mr. Woodward 
agreed with Mr. Cameron that Taylor should 
be paid only according to the value of his 
work, as had previously been done. In Feb- 
ruary Taylor was assigned to Mr. Woodward 
at $20 a month, and at the end of each month 
his salary was agreed upon by Mr. Woodward 
and Mr. Cameron at such asum as he seemed; 
deserve. The statement continues as fol< 

ows: ; 


**I told Fall to go ahead and get this information 
about the alleged brivery of Juryman Brown in the 
*bunco’ case, and to bring to me the papers he 
said he could furnish so that I might show them to 
special counsel, and I would let him know, after 
they had advised me what to do, whether or not 
his appointment would be made, stating to him) 
that the information was not to be used if he was 
not employed. Fall then stated that he knew Wil- 
liam A. Cook and A. B. William:, and he knew 
their methods of trying cases. He said it was one 
of their principies to debauch every jury they had 
avything to do with, and that they (Cook and Wil- 
liams) knew every instrument iu Washington that 
could be used for the purpose of bribing jurors, 
and that they knew weil the jurors in this case, 
and that he (Fall) knew from his association with 
Cook and Williams, the men they would use to ac~ 
complish this purpose, and the manner in which 
they would try to accompiish it. He further stated 
that his office was near theirs, and as thev were 

rofessional and personal friends, and as 

e knew some men who were well ac- 
quainted with the men whom they used 
for purposes of this character, he could 
find out whatever they proposed todo, and that he 
believed Williams had been employed by the de- 
fense for the soie purpose of corrupting the jury. 
The whole drift of his conversation was that he 
could ascertain definitely about the corruption of 
Juryman Brown in a previous case, and aiso what 
the defendants and their detectives were doing or 
proposed to do to corrupt the jury in the pending 
star route case. Theconversation did not go be- 
yond that. No instructions whatever were given 
to Fall when be came to the departmunt with Tay- 
lor, or at any time, except to report from time to 
time the facts he might learn concerning the brib- 
ery of Brown or apy other member of the jury. 
He did not intimate even in the remotest manner 
that he proposed to have anything whatever to da 
with the jury or any member of it, either per- 
sonally or by any agent, and I certainly did not 
suppose that he would presume to put himself in 
commuication wita a juror. There was nothing in 
the conversation of the evening which indicated 
that any such purpose was in his mind, and he 
never indicated to me at any time, either in this 
conversation or any subsequent interview, that he 
had endeavored in any way to contro! the vote of 
any juror.” 


Mr. Cameron says that on the following day, 
June 15, Fall laid before him papers and made 
statements which seemed to corroborate bis 
charges against Juror Brown. On June 1¢ 
Nelson made the statement already referred 
to. A few days later Mr. Cameron laid the 
matter before Col. Bliss, and recommended 
that Fall should be employed. Col Bliss 
agreed with him, and Mr. Cameron then toid 
the Attorney-General that Col. Biiss approvedi 
the employment of Fall. The statement pro« 
ceeds as follows: 


‘*The Attorney-General said he did not believe 
in detectives, and that he rreferred not to have 
any of them coanected with the case; that the de- 
fendants might bribe one of the jurors and thus es- 
cape the penalties of the law, but they conid not 
rm ats the evidence, and the whole country was 
sitting as a jury tn this case to determine the guilt 
or innocence of these defendants. He said. bhow- 
ever, that Col. Bliss was familiar with the details 
of the case generally, and with what was necessary 
and proper in this particular matter, and he would 
accept his views. He directed me to say to Col. 
Bliss tnat he would appoint Fall if the request was 
madein writing. I mentioned this to Col. Bliss 
and he then wrote a letter to the Attorney-General 
sanctionicg the employment of Fall, whereupon I 
notified Fall that my action in employing him con- 
ditionally was approved, and that his per diem 
would commence on June 15, when he began work- 
ing on the * bunco’ case, and that I would retain 
the papers he had handed me relative to the bribery 
of Juror Brown to be used as evidence in any pro- 
ceedings that might be instituted thereafter. ! 

‘*Fali called at my office from time to time and 
made verbal reports concerning the case, but he 
never proposed to use any improper influences 
with any juror, and he never told me that he had 
done so. My recollection is that Fall never spoke 
to me but once about having spoken to any mem- 
ber of the jury. This was about the last of June 
He then referred to a letter which he had writte7 
to me a day or two previous, which related ts 





ronversation he had with Mr. Holmead, ono of the 
urors. I then told Fall that the Attorney-General 

d said to Mr. Kennedy, one of the employes of 
the Marshalis office. that he should not even permit 
& juror to speak to him; and if Mr. Dickson, the 
toreman of the jury, who had spoken to Kennedy 
about the case, should attempt to do so again, he 
Should tell Dickson to stop or he would report him 
to the Attorney-General, and he would report 
him to the court. Mr. Fall replied that he 
had not approached juror Holmead with 
reference to this case, but that they. were 
old personal friends and had met incidentally ; 
that they had met twice in this way, once since he 
had written me, and that Mr. Holmead told him 
that Dorsey was going to look out for himself and 
let the other defendants, go to the devil; that the 
result of the trial would be a compromise verdict, 
resulting in the acquittal of the Dorseys and the 
conviction of the other defendants. I aga.n re- 
minded Fall that the sattorney-General hud ro- 
buked Mr. Kennedy, of tus Marshal's office. tor 
permitting the foreman of the jury to converse 
with him upontho sudjezt. Fall .zain replied that 
Juryman Holmead was sn old arqzaintance, and 
spoke to him of this mat‘_i without any solicitation 
on his part. He said, moreover. that Mr, Holmead 
was very indignant at vhat seemed to him to be 
the purpose o1 the principal defendants—to sacri- 
fice those who were evidently their tools in the 
matter—and that Foreman Dickson, who vas tak- 
ing copious notes, was a party to the scheme. 

* About the same time ‘Saylor said that Rerdell 
had determined to turn over to the Attorney-Gen- 
eral all che cooks, letters, and papers in bis posses- 
sion, in any way reiating to the frauds committed 
by Brady and Dorsey, and that he (Rerdell) said 
this evidence would send all of the defendants to 
the penitentiary. ‘aylor said Kerdell had been 
influenced to throw himself on the mercy of the 
court, as he had no other hope left, as he had 
learned that Dorsey and Brady were going to 
sacrifice the other defendants and save them- 
selves. Taylor said to me that Rerdell had told 
him that these books were scattered; some were 
in New-York ena some were in Arkansas: that tho 
books had been kept at considerable expense by 
Rerdell's friends, and that the traveling an‘ other 
jegitimate expenses in gathering them, indepen- 
dent c., any compensation in the matter. would 
amount to about $1,000. I replied to ‘Taylor, 
if he could procure the books and papers re- 
ferred to, would recommend that he 
be reimbursed by the department for all 
expenses incurred, no matter if such expenses 
amounted to $5,000. Itold him, however, that he 
would be obliged to present an itemized account 
of every dollar spent, and would also be required 
to take vouchers whenever practicable. 

“On the 16th of July, which was Sunday, Fall 
came and asked me if Ihad read the letter he 
wrote in my office the day previous, when I was 
absent. I told himIhad not,as i had not had 
time. He said: ‘That letter is very important; 
you ought to read it.’ That night l went to my 
office as usual, and after clearing up the accumu- 
Jated work on my desk I opened Fall’s letter, which 
bears date the ld4th of July. The followingisa 
copy of it:” 

Mr. Cameron then presents a copy of the 
Fall letter, published in Tur Times of Nov. 6, 
in which ali asks for three or tour clerkships, 
with which to control two jurors. He then 
says: 


“‘T sent word to Fall to come to the department 
atonce. This was the 17th of July. He came that 
day. Iasked him why he made such an ‘infamous 
proposition. He replied: ‘Taylor told me that 
was what you wanted done.’ Itold him that could 
not be true, as Taylor was well aware that all tho 
Government wanted was a fair trial, and he had 
so stated tome. I said Taylor could not have 
made such a statement, as he had stated to me in 
the presence of a stenographer, who had taken the 
ronversation down, that he knew I would not coun- 
tenance or authorize any such thing to be Gone.” 


Mr. Cameron then gives a certified copy of 
pn stenographic report of a conversation with 
Taylor on July 7, reported by James B. Sheri- 
dan. He did not read this report to Fail. The 
report shows that after speaking about the 
date and extent of Gen. Brady’s speculations 
in Cincinnati and Chattanooga stocks the con- 
vercation proceeded as follows: 

Tavilor—Rerdell was in conversation last night 
with John Sargent; they were talking, and Re:dell 
seemed a good deal excited. After they ended 
their conversation Sargent was with me for 

while; we had one or two drinks together, and 

@ was giving me the whole story. Sargent told 
me that from Rerdell’s conversation he was afraid 
that he had proposed making scme arrangements 
with the prosecution to give them the benefit of his 
information, &c.,and said that from documents 
and papers that Rerdell had, if he did so, all the 
parties were bound to be convicted; that his pa- 
pers that be had in his possession were of a very 
damaging eharacter. 

Mr. Cameron—You have spoken to me several 
times in our conversation relative to the fact that 
tome of the members of the jury had taken money 
aeretofore—in connection witn that matter you 
agave spoken to me several times that the jury 
would be afraid to return a verdict of acquittal if 
shat was known, 

Taylor—Yes, Sir. 

Mr. Cameron—Inasmuch as you spoke several 
times of that I thought perhaps you had misunder- 
steod; that you clearly did not understand the 
importance of (you not being a lawyer) being very 
careful about what you said te a juryman. 

Taylor— Yes, Sir; I thoroughly understood that; 
I would not say 2 word tothe jurymen. I know 
you would not countenance it; nor would lsaya 
word to a member of the jury which would in any 
way have the appearance of tampering with him 
pr influencing him. i know that would be a viola- 
tion of law, and would subject me to a heavy pen- 

Ity. I thought this—that possibly through the 
man through whom they had received money, if it 
could be intimated to them, that 

Mr. Cameron—That is, receive money in this 
2ase ? 

Taylor—Yes, through these men, from whom 
they had received money, if it could be intimated 
that it was known, they would be afraid— 

Mr. Camerou—That they had received money in 
this case? 

Taylor—Yes; that they would be afraid to bring 
in a verdict of acquittal. Oh, uo! I would not say 
anything to them myself; from my conversation 
with you, I know, of course, that you would not 
authorize any such thing to be done. 

Mr. Cameron—I thought perhaps you might let 
your zeal get away with you, and inasmuch as you 
had mentioned it several times I wanted to know 
that you understood it. 

Taylor—Yes, Sir; I understand it. I am very 
rareful notto do anything in violation of law, or 
anything that— 

Mr. Cameron—W ould impair the verdict in this 
ease. 

Taylor—Yes, Sir: impair the verdict in this case. 
Iam very anxious fora conviction, and IT believe 
now that there is a chance forit. The evidence to- 
gay seems to be damaging, what I heard of it, 

Going back to Fall’s letter, Mr. Cameron 
continues: 

“JT told Fail that under the circumstances I must 
discharge him, as I could not retain in the Govern- 
mentemploy any man who would make such a 
proposal as he had written to me. Fall’s final ac- 
eount was then made out and his connection with 
the department terminated. Will Haight, an em- | 

loye of this department, who is now absent in the 
os ae Territories, Was present when I dismissec 
Fall. 


Mr. Cameron then presents an affidavit 
made by Haighton Sept. 20 before Judge Saw- | 
yer, in San Francisco, in which the circum | 
stances relating to Fail’s letter, Mr. Cameron’s 
indignation, and Fail’s dismissal are set forth 
substantially as given above. Mr. Cameron 
then resumes his story: 


** Fail was removed, as before stated, on the 17th 
of July. Hethen said that he would furnish me 
the proof that Taylor was a spy for the defense and 
was doing all he could to compromise the depart- 
ment by telling people generally what he had told 
him, (Fall,) that [had offered him (Vaylor) $5,000 to | 
break the jury. I told Fall that J had already told 
Taylor that his services were dispensed with, be- 
cause he had told James Leonard that the Govern- 
ment would pay $5,000 to convict, but that I had 
promised to pay him (Taylor) for that month, July. 
i told Fail to furnish me with proofs of the charges 
he had made, and I Would not pay Taylor for July, 
as J had intended to do when he was dismissed 
from the service, and if he had violated the law by 
endeavoring to corrupta juror] would have him 
srrested. I told Mr. Falltbat I had also been in- 
fluenced to dismiss Taylor because he had tran- 
scended his authority by stating to James Leonard 
that I had authorized him (Taylor) to offer Leonard 
.$75 provided he would furnish me {with the evi-

dence that Knox Brown had aceepted a bribe in 
one of the *bunco’ cases. As soon as Leonard gave 
me this information Isent for Taylor and inquired 
jnto this matter, in the presence of James Leonard, 
who made this complaint. The conversation was 
reported by James B. Sheridan, a stenographer, and 
avas as follows:” 

Mr. Cameron then presents a report of this 
gonversation, sworn to by Sheridan, on Oct. 
21, before D. Rittenhouse, notary public. Mr. 
Cameron asked Taylor what arrangements he 
had made with Leonard about paying him $75 
for certain information. Taylor replied that 
Leonard had told him that he knew of a jury- 
man who had been bribed in the Long case, 
and that he (Taylor) offered to pay, individ- 
ually, $50 or $75 for evidence of that transac- 
tion. ‘“‘Isaid nothing about Mr. Cameron or 
uny one else but myself,” Taylor continued, 
*‘ for I had no authority to say any such thing. 
He never has furnished any such evidence 
never produced such a man at all.” Leonard 
was present, and he took part in the conversa- 
tion, saying that Taylor had claimed to be 
Cameron’s agent, and that Cameron would 
pay the money. The evidence bad been fur- 
nished and put on file, he said. The remainder 
of the conversation was as follows: 


\ Taylor—I did not mention Mr. Cameron. 

Leonard—I asked you two or three times a week 

for it, and you said that Mr. Cameron was not in 
the city, and that when he came back, on Thursday, 
you would accompany me up to see him. 
" Taylor—I made the statement to you that I 
svould go before Mr. Cameron and state that I had 
made that statementto you. Mr. Fall,I believe, 
had brought the evidence here. Mr. Fall told me 
he had paid Mr. Leonard something for furnishing 
the evidence, and that he proposed to pay him the 
balance. 

Leonard—No, Sir; he did not promise me any- 
thing or pay me enything; I simply want what was 
promised me; you told me Mr. Cameron would

Mr. Cameron then proceeds with his narra- 
tive as follows: 


“Isent for Taylor on the 17th of July, and_ ho 
came to my office that day. Itold him Fail had 
been dismissed for writing a letter to me and pro- 
posing to control the verdict of several jorors in 
favor of the Unitei States, provided clerkships 
were placed at his disposal. J also told Taylor that 
¥all had stated to_me that he (Taylor) told Fall 
that that was what I wanted done, ‘I'aylor replied 
that Fall was a liar. I said to Taylor that 
Fall proposed to furnish me proofs, in the form 
of affidavits, that he (Taylor) was a spy for 
the defense, and was purposely endeavoring by 
his conduct to seandalize the department by telling 
varicus persons that 1 would phy him $5,000 to 
break the jury. I told Taylor if Fall produced 
these sworn statements that he (Taylor) would not 
only roceive no further pay for his services in July, 
as I had promised whon he was suspended and his 
services dispensed with, a few days before, but 
that he would also be prosecuted criminally if he 
had violated the law, unless he would bring the 
affiants to the department and confront them and 
make them deny that he had said any such thing. 
Taylor replied that Fall had a lot of hired perjurers, 
who would swear to anything he wanted, but 
that he (Taylor) would swear that any such 
statements, if made, were false. I told Taylor 
that his denial wounid not satisfy me, and I would 
not pay him another dollar for his past services 
in July ifthe proofs above referred to were fur- 
nished. He said he had done much faithful work 
for Mr. Woodward, and that the statement that 

ehad done wrong was false, and I ought to be 
just enough to pay him at least for that month’s 
services, as his wages all along had neen very low. 
I then replied that [had intended to pay him for 
July, and would still do soit Mr. Woodward would 
certify that he was entitled to pay and the 
amount.”’ 


Mr. Cameron then attaches to his statement 
four very interesting affidavits, which, he 
says, were given to him in the department by 
Fall, about the 2ist of July. They are as fol- 
lows: 

iL 


Personally appeared before me Frank H. Fall, 
lawyer, who, being first duly sworn according to 
law, makes oath: I was appointed June 15, A. D. 
1882, by the Department of Justice, to look out for 
frauds on the jury in the case of United States ys. 
Dorsey et al., and for |other] purposes. As soon as 
I was appointed to the position [ was approached 
by E. Taylor, who said he had been a special agent 
of the Department of Justice since July, A. D, 1881; 
that the Attorney-General and his agent, Mr. Cam- 
eron, were satisfied that the Government was go- 
ing to lose the above entitled case, and that i had 
been employed, at his suggestion, to save it; 
that if I would out up a job on 
the jury to break it he eoula get 
$5,000 (five thousand dollars) for the job: that we 
would pay the man who did the work $500 (five 
hundred doliars) and divide the balance. He said: 
‘* All we wantis money. Now you have laid the 
foundation to do the work, and we will get Skip to 
doit, Heisasharp feilow. Don’t say a word to 
Cameron about it until we are ready to doit, and 
then you goto him and demand $5,000. We will 
give Skip money to get McLain drunk, and then let 
him swear that he gave McLain so much money.” 
I doubted this thing, and { did not attempt it or 
intimate to my men, Nelson and Skip, that such 
a thing was wanted by the Government. Skip and 
Nelsen and James Leonard ailcame to me with the 
same story that the Government wanted a job put 
up on the jury and they could get them $500 or $600 
(five or six hundred dollars) each to go und do the 
job and swear toit. Linformed all of them that I 
had no knowledge of any such desire, and did not 
believe that Mr. Taylor had been authorized 
to do any such thing; that I was sure 
the Government would never pay them or 
any one else aé_ dollar for such work, 
and I had never heard Mr. Cameron intimate such 
athing.

A PERSONAL KETCH OF 


‘ CARLISLE. 

From the Louisville (Ky.) Commercial, Nov. 11. 

‘**Jobn G. Carlisle is one of the greatest 
men in the country,” said a prominent Kentucky 
politician last night. ‘“ Ihave known him since he 
was a boy, and have watched his course with a 
great deal of interest. The first time I met him he 
was a country boy ona farm just back of Coving- 
ton. Ile wasa pale, studious boy, working hard 
all day on the farm and studying and reading by 


night. I visited his family several times and I 
always found John sitting off in one corner with a 
big book in his hand. He was a quiet kind of a fel- 
low, speaking only wken spoken to. . When he 
was about 17 years old he started to teach 
school. He was rather shy at first, but in afew 
weeks his pupils aliadored him. He taught ina 
little out-of-the-way school-house, and the story 
goes that he fei desperately in iove with a young 
lady who lived in Covington, and was out near 
where he taught visiting relatives. I don't know 
why or how his courting ended, but the lady in ques- 
tion is now the mother of four children, and is a very 
fat, prosy-looking married woman. She lives within 
astone’s throw of Carlisle, at Covington. I was 
practieing law in the Covington district, and one of 
my friends was telling that young Carlisle was 
going to make a speech in the Court-house that day 
on some land title. Both of us were friends of his 
family, and we took considerable interest in him. 
We ciate to go to hear him make his maiden 
speech. 

'“ The case was of a dry, hard, knotty character, 
full of legal subtilty, and I thought to myself: 
‘ Johnny, old boy, you’re in for a failure to-day.’ 
There was hardly any one in the court-room except 
lawyers, and, considering the case and the audience, 
it must have been a most trying maiden effort. [ 
can see Carlisle now as he stood up in the court- 
room with a copy of the Revised Statutes in his 
hand. He had that same weary, studious look in 
his eyes, that same cold, passionless expression on 
his pale face that he has to-day. Without the least 
degree of nervourness, in a plain, calm, quiet way, 
he began his speech. You could see that he had 
mastered every detail, and the lawyers, as they 
grew more and more interested, moved their 
bodies forward and hung on his words. 
I have no _ hesitation in saying that it 
was the best speech ef the kind ever made in the 
Covington Court-house. Without telling an 
anecdote or cracking a joke there was something 
so winning in his voice and iu his manners that 
the interest never flagged. When he had finished 
the lawyers ail crowded around him, the Judge 
shook him warmly by the hand, and Tom Jones, 
who happened to be in the ceurt-room, told him 
he had a great future before him. From that day 
his fortune was made. Practice poured in on 
him, and in two years he was doing more business 
than any lawyer in that judicial district. I 
have heard him many times since then, and 
he has never changed his style or his 
manner. He has a remarkably sweet voice, 
and while I never heard hirm tell an anecdote, pri- 
vately or publicly, there isa something about the 
man that is inexpressibly wivning. He made an 
argument before the Court of Appeals ina murder 
case afew years ago snd spoke for nearly two 
hours. When he concluded Judge Cofer asked the 
other Judges to adjourn for the day. When asked 
by one of the lawyers—who had a ¢ase set for that 
day—why he adjourned court after Carlisle's 
speech, the old Judge answered crisply: ‘1 hated 
to hear a good thing spoiled, as would be the case 
if any other man had followed him.’ 

“ Carlisie's wife has a wonderful influence over 
him, and it was due to her that he did not go the 
way of too many young politicians who come to 
Frankfort and get 2 taste of the liquor thatis sold 
there.”

INDIGENOUS POTATOHS IN ARIZONA. 
From the San Francisco Alta, Nov. 7. 
Last evening the California Academy of 
Sciences held its regular semi-monthly meeting, 


just returned froma six-months’ botanical cam- 


along the Mexican frontier, gave an interesting 
synopsis of his season's work, during all 
of which he was accompanied by his tal- 
ented wife. Prof. Lemmon made a_ very 
important discovery in these hitherto un- 
explored mountain ranges. He found two, and 
perhaps three, specimens of native indigenous 
potatoes, some of which were growing in 
mountain meadows, whose surrounding peaks 
were 10,000 feet above sea level. There these tubers 
grew abundantly as Jarge as walnuts, and he has 
brought with him quite a liberal supply, which 
will be given to those who will engage to plant and 
raise potatoes from this stock, for six or eight 
years, or sufficiently. long to bring them up, by 
proper cultivation, to the size of our domestic vari- 
eties. Ruiz and Pavon speak of the early home of 
the potato as yet undiscovered, but it is generally 
believed to have been accredited to the high Jands 
of Peru, where some claim it was reported to have 
been observed as early as 1560, Humboldt, how- 
ever, failed to find it there, and as Sir Walter 
Raleigh carried potatoes from Virginia to England 
in 1586, it appears more likely that they were na- 
tives of North America at some point further north 
than the early Spanish settlements. California was 
early binted at as its native soil. This important 
discovery of Prof. Lemmon, seems now to fix it in 
the mountain meadows of Arizona.

TRAVELERS GOING WESTWARD 
CHEAPLY. 
THE TROUBLE TO THE RAILROADS CAUSED 


‘BY THE LARGE NUMBER OF KANSAS CITY 
TICKETS, 


When the great number of tickets over the 
Lake Erie and Western and Chicago and Alton 
Railroads to St. Louis and Kansas City from San- 
dusky appeared inthe hands of the brokers, the 
Chairman of the Joint Executive Committee was 
asked by the competing lines to take measures 


to protect them. There was a great number 
of tickets out, and a few days ago the trunk 
lines were ordered to stop selling limited 
tickets to * Sandusky and te issue only 
unlimited tickets at the local rates, which 
would increase the rate about $4, or nearly the 
amount of the cut. The limited rate was $14 80 
from New-York to Sandusky over the Erie and the 
Central Roads. The scalpers found that they could 
use limited tickets to Cleveland as well as those to 
Sandusky. The limited fare to Cleveland is $13 
and the local fare from thence to Sandusky is 
$1.80, which makes the amount the same 
to a cent as when tickets were issued 
to the latter place. By this arrangement 
the scalpers have evaded thé restriction of 
Commissioner Fink, and are selling tickets 
to Kansas City and St. Louis at the old price. The 
entire drive is on the Kansas City business, to 
which point the greatest reduetion is given. The 
brokers were yesterday selling the tickets the same 
as fora month past. A party for Denver effected 
a saving by buying Kansas City tickets and paying 
the regular rate the remainder of the distance. 
Aithough commissions and_ reductions, by 
the terms of the pool, have been cut 
off, the brokers still do much business. 
The Lake Erie and Western has filed a protest with 
Commissioner Fink against stopping the sale of 
limited tickets to Sandusky, and demands, if this is 
done, that the sale of limited tickets to Chicago 
shall likewise be stopped. There are said to be 
enough of the Kansas City and St. Louis tickets in 
this City to supply the demands of travel for a year 
and a balf. and if the limited tickets to Cleveland 
should aiso be cut off, there must be trouble among 
po railroads taking and delivering business at that 
point.

FROUDE ON GOVERNMENT. 


From the London Daily Telegraph. 
* Last night Mr. Froude, President of the Bir 
Mingham and Midland Institute. delivered his 
inaugural address at the Birmingham Town Hall, 
He had considered what was the greatest common 
interest which they could have together, and he 
found it in the relations in which they all stood at 
this time to their common country. It had been gov 
erned by Kings, it had been governed by an aris: 
tocracy—it was now governed by the people, 
What the people said should be done would be 
done. What the people said should be the law 
would be the law. The destinies of this great 
empire were now wholly in the hands of the nation 
itself, and they all, collectively, would have to 
answer to those who came after them for the con- 


dition to which they broughtit. Nations, like indi- 
viduals, succeeded or failed as they managed thelr 
affairs well or ili. He pointed to the example o! 
Athens, Sparta, Thebes, and other commonwealth 
States, and said they found in their deyelop 
ment all the phenomena with which they were 
familiar in their larger stage. There were 
reform bills and revolutions; Kingships pass 
ing into constitutions: constitutions into de 
mocracies; and « democracies. perishing by 
their own excesses, and turning into despotisms. 
Such phenomena. occurring in innumerable in- 
stances and under all varieties of circumstances, 
pointed to a tendency in human nature itself when- 
ever men of vigorous temper were gathered into 
civil society. It might be asked why in the Greek 
States to which he had alluded the large had not 
swallowed the small. The answer was that it was 
against the interests of a free race. The Greeks, 
during the period of their greatness, he!ld that lib- 
erty was the parent of everything that was excel- 
Jent in man. Another reason was that they be- 
lieved that a State which aimed at empire would 
have to pay for it by losing its own liberties, but 
the breed could not last forever. Not every Ulys- 
ses had a Telemachus for a son. To be born to 
high places migkt make one man into a hero, but 
it would make another into a blockhead or a profii- 
gate. There were only so many concrete rights in 
the world as there were powers to enforce. They 
might say that men had aright to justice because 
they could not be governed without some degree 
of it, but all had not aright to a share in the Gov- 
ernment till they were strong enough to insist 
upon their share. Warlike races whose business 
was in fighting preferred to be undera chief. Se 
did people who had warlike neighbors and were 
liable to invasion. It had been said that good gov: 
ernment must be of a kind which should possess 
the confidence of the people. That law was but 
the accumulated wisdom of the ablest men oj 
many generations. It had no force save what i! 
derived from the consent and respect of those whe 
lived under it. It might need amending. but rea) 
improvements did more harm than good if they 
shook the feeling of reverence with which the law 
was regarded. In politics, when so much de 
pended upon custom, the changes ought te 
be as few as possible, and always to be under 
taken reluctantly. It had been said that a dwellei 
in a house wasa hetter judge of its merits than the 
architect. That was quite true. In his own pro 
fession the world was a better judge of literar 

merit than authors or critics. Shakespeare pre 
as high above ali his contemporaries as the oak in 
the forest above the garden evergreen, but it wat 
the worid which found it out. The highest fame 
was the siowest growth, and writers who had been 
ultimately recognized as the wisest of their kind 
had been received when they began life with indif« 
ference and contempt. In literature this was of 
little consequence, but in politics time was just 
what could not be granted. : 

In the Greek republic, as in modern Europe and 
America, a majority of the people was presumed 
to be strongest. The dalance of force was assumed 
to be with the greatest number. When any great 
question arose, even in the most advanced commu: 
nity, thesame difference was produced by supe 
rior constancy, by superior courage, by readiness 
to die rather than submit to what was faise and 
unjust, asthe differences which existed between 
the Greeks and the Asiatics. In such cases minor 
ities of brave men had carried their point against 
the majority by force, trusting to time to acquit 
them, and so he believed they would continue tc 
do as iong as there was any worth in human na 
ture. The army which made Oliver Cromwel! 
Protector represented but a small fraction of the 
English nation counted by heads. If the vote 
could be taken now, the English nation would ner- 
haps still be found unfavorable to him: yet 
Cromwell was slowly taking his part in the esti- 
mate of the intelligent part of mankind as one of 
the very greatest and best Englishmen that ever 
lived. The Government of anation by itself had 
its dangers, and might degenerate into mob-wili 
and snarchy. Majorities might go wrong, being 
composed of fallible human beings, but, taking 
things all in all, the national spirit was likely to 
rise higher, the laws were likely to be more impar- 
tial and to be more impartially executed when the 
neople were their own legislators and chose their 
own officers. Decidedly that State ought to be in 
its happiest condition when all citizens had equal 
rights, when there was no privilege either of birth 
or wealth, and each man could rise to any condi- 
— to which nature and industry had qualified 
nim.

The protest of the tradesmen of Oxford: 
street against the laying of a tramway in that grea! 
thoroughfare will command the sympathy of the 
public generally. The method of forming the lines 
or the means of keeping them in order must be 


greatly improved before it will be possible to teler: 
ate them in the central thoroughfares of London. 
Even the New-York Municipality have not allowed 
Broadway to be traversed by a tramway line, and 
no such invasion of Oxford-street is likely to gain 
the sanction of Parliament.

pavement as the trams themselves. There would 
consequently be no great public advantage to coun- 
terbalance the immense inconvenience which 
the lines and the vehicles would cause to all otheg 
traffic.

MR. MELVILLE IN SIBERIA 


SUFFERINGS Of HIS.PARTY IN 
TRYING TO FIND BELP. 
aSSISTANCE RENDERED BY THE NATIVES— 
ARRIVAL AT AN INHABITED VILLAGE— 
THE SUSPENSION OF MESSRS. COLLINS 
AND DANENHOWER BY CAP, DE LONG. 

Wasuineton, Nov. 14.—Mr. Melville re- 
eumed his narrative before the Jeannette Board of 
Inquiry this morning, and detailed the efforts of his 
party to reach civilization. after their first inef- 
feectual effort to induce the natives to pilot them to 
Bulun. Pushing out from the landing where they 
first met the natives, they worked up the bay all 
day, but toward night found further progress im- 
possible except to the eastward, which they deemed 
clearly out of their course. The weather became 
very cold and disagreeable, with high wind, 
snow, and hail. The tent-poles were driven 
down into the mud and the boat made 
fast. All hands passed a most terrible 
night, and suffered greatly from cold and frost 
bites. The nextiday they started back to the huts 
at Cape Balkia. About 1». M. they reached a 
point near where they supposed the huts were, 
and disembarking, built a fireand had tea. Early 
in the evening the huts were reached, and four 
natives, who were found there, assisted in getting 
the gear up to the huts. Oneof the natives started 
out to find the head man of the village. The na- 
tives furnished fish and venison for supper. The 
next morning the head man of the village was 
made to understand that the party wished to go to 
Bulun. He finaliy consented to pilot them, and 
they started out, heading south and east. On the 
second night some deserted huts were reached, in 
which the party camped. The pilot explained that 
owing to shoal water be could not take them 
directly to the village which he desired to reach. 
On the 25th of September they arrived at the 
village of Arrii, where the pilat announced that he 
was unable, owing to his condition, to go further. 
The head man of the village, however, detailed a 
young native to conduct them to the village of 
Jamavaloch, where they arrived on the afternoon 
of Sept. 26. This was the first inhabited village the 
party had seen. It was situated on asand spit at 
the base of one of the mountains bordering the 
Lena River proper. The majority of the party 
were so badly frost-bitten that they could hardly 
walk. Only three or four were able to do any 
work Whaicver. The natives assisted them up to 
the huts and helped unload the boat. Witness was 
drawn on a dog-sied about 75 yards up to the hut 
of the head man. Aftera good meal of boiled 
goose all went to sleep. At 10 0’clock they were 
all awakened and given a supper of fish, after 
which they slept until morning. The next day it 
Was stormy, and the head man said he would 
not start for Bulan thatday. The boat’s provisions 
were about exhausted, and witness explained to 
the natives that he must depend upon them for 
provisions. About 10 A, M. it cleared, and soon 
after a start was made, Passing around the cape 
they entered the Lena River proper about 3 P. M.. 
the wind having in the meantime freshened. The 
boat grounded, and it seemed impossible to round 
a point and keep with the canoes. There was a 
good deal of young ice, and the natives were fear- 
ful lest the boat should be frozen in, knowing that 
the boat’s crew in their exhausted condition could 
not make amarch over the ice. The guides re- 
fused to go further, and the whole party returned 
to the village. Atthis time it was extremely cold 
and the wind was blowing very hard. Witnessand 
two or three others were hauled on a dog-sled up 
to the huts again. This was on Sept. 27, 1881. The 
boat was drawn upon the bank, and witness told 
Mr. Danenhower to see that it was not broken up 
or injured in any way. 

Q.—What, if you know, was the particular overt 
act for which Mr. Collins, in March. 1880, was—as 
you say—suspended from duty? A.—Of my own 
knowledge, Ido not know, asI was not present in 
the cabin at the time. 

Q.—In what spirits were the officers and men 
when they started on the retreat and generally 
during the march, and when, if at any time, did 
they show any despondency? A.—They were all 
in the best of spirits when they started on the re- 
treat and during the mareh. They were more 
thoughtful during 10 days’ camp, and drew 
closer to each other in a more serious discussion 
of their prospects of reaching land and safety. 

Q.—Was there a fair division of labor made 
among all the ship’s company during the retreat? 
A.—Yes, Sir, with the exception of those on the 
sick list or suspended from duty. 

Q.—Was Mr. Collins tully able to work at the 
time when he was suspeuded from duty? A.—I 
think he was. 

Q.—How much out of the set course was Ben- 
nett Island when the party headed for it? A.—I 
can’t state certainly. it was something out of our 
course, as we had to hold more to the westward to 
reach it. 

Q.—Can you state about how much?

Q.—Was the delay at Bennett Island necessary 
for the repair of the boats and the recuperation of 
the men and no longer than was requisite for these 
purposes? A.—The men were in very good condi- 
tion at the time, buy the rest was undoubtedly 
good forthem.

Q.—Were there any unnecessary delays on the 
retreat either before or after the separation of the 
boats? A.—No, I do not believe there were. 

Q.—Did the boats selected for the retreat prove 

o be the best possible in respect of their sea- 
worthiness, their convenience of kandling on the 
ice, and their capacity for carrying their crews and 
equipments? A.—Yes, Sir; [ think it was the best 
selection that conid have been made. They were 
the best three boats on the Jeannette to transport 
on theice. The crews were, of course, accommo- 
dated to the carrying capacity of the boats. In 
yoy opinion the second cutter floated lighter than 
either of the others. Asto their seaworthiness, I 
don’t think the second cutter—she being shorter— 
was so good a sea boat, but I don’t think either the 
whale-boat or the first cutter could have reached 
the Siberian coast but for tne weather-cloths, 
which, in the case of the first cutter, were fully one 
foot high, while those of the second cutter were 
only about six inches high.

Chipp, Dr. Ambler, and my- 
self. After we had marched some time and Capt. 
De Long found we had drifted so far to the north- 
west he told me he deemed it best to cross tie 
moving stream of ice at right angles to the west- 
ward, Our conversation for weeks before the ship 
was lost was in reference to our retreat up the 
Lena River. For this reason I am sure it was in- 
tended that eur course should be to the Lena River 
by way of the New-Siberian Islands, then up the 
Lena River, through Russia, and home.’ Witness 
believed the loads were as light in each boat as 
they could safely be made, and if less provisions 
had been taken he doubted if they could have pulled 
through. In reply to the question, ‘*‘ Was open 
water made as rapidly as possible after the loss of 
the Jeannette?’ witness said: ‘*So far as any one 
knew, open water was reached as rapidly as possi- 
ble. Signs of open water were seen to the eastward, 
but that was out of the course, and whether or not 
it was open water could only be determined by 
going there.’ Ion reply to an inquiry whether the 
10 days’ delay on the ice near the New-Siberian 
Islands could have been avoided, witness said: 
“The delay of 10 days at tie 10-day camp could 
not have been avoided. The previous destruction 
of the sleds had nothing to do with it. The ice was 
in such a confused and broken mass that they 
could not have been dragged over the ice, sleds or 

sleds.”

WORK OF THE ENGINEER CORPS. 
ANNUAL REPORT OF GEN. WRIGHT, CHIEF 
OF ENGINEERS, 

Wasuineton, Nov. 14.—Gen, Wright, Chief 
of Engineers, in his annual report makes an esti- 
mate of $55,000 for engineering, maintenance, re- 
pairs, and construction of the Washington Acque- 
duct. Tne estimates for the earo of public build- 
ings and grounds in the District of Columbia 
amount to $232,000. Gen. Wright says that an ap- 
propriation of $150,000 should be made for examin- 
ations and surveys and contingencies for river and 
harbor improvements, for which there is no special 
appropriation, of which sum $50,000 should be for 


surveys, $100,000 for contingencies, including inei- 
dental repairs of harbors. The preparation of the 
final report on surveys of Northern and North- 
western lakes has been completed, and it is now 
nearly halt printed. Water level observations have 
deen continued. The amount available for these 
surveys for the fiscal year 1852-3 is $12,000. The 
amount required for the fiscal year 1883-4 for print- 
1g and issuing charts for the use of navigators is 
$3,000. The compilation of the new outline map of 
the territory of the United States west of the Mis- 
sissippi, scale 1-2,000,000, has been completed, and 


| the compilation of a new cutline map of the United 


States, on a seale of 1-5,060,000, has been begun 
and some progress made. Referring to the geo- 
graphical surveys west of the one hundredth me- 
ridiam, Gen. Wright reports that no field- work was 
done during the year, as there were no funds avail- 
able for that purpose, and that the duties of the 
office have been confined to the reductions and 
computations necessary tor putting unfinished map 
material in shape for publication and to the distribu- 
tion of published maps and reports. He says that 
the amount originally appropriated for closing the 
work will not allow the publication of sufticientiy 
large editions of the unissued maps, nor furnish re- 
issues of those maps now out of print and which 
have undergone revision. An estimate of $5,000 is 
made to cover the expense of such publication. 
The following surveys have been accomplished: 
Target range, Presidio of San Francisco, Cal.; 
res:rvation, Fort Halleck, Nev.; locating Presidio 
observatory rifle range at Angel Jsiand, Cal.; rifle 
range at Fort Point, Cal.; water supply at Angel 
Island, Cal.; time determinators, with transit, at 
Fresidio of San Francisco, and telegraphic signal 
exchange for determining longitude of Colfax, 
Washington Territory, have been accomplished. 
The estimate for the amount required for military 
surveys, reconnoisances, and surveys of military 
reservations by the engineer officers attached to 
the various bead-quarters of military divisions and 
departments is $50,000, being an average of $5,000 
for each of the nine military divisions and depart- 
ments west of the Mississippi, and $5,000 for publi- 
cation of maps.

THE BRIBERY CASES. 

WasHiIncton, Nov. 14.—The witnesses in 
the case of Arthur Payne and Frank H. Fall, 
charged with attempting to bribe William Knox 
Brown, a juror in the star route case, were sum- 
moned to appear before the Grand Jury to-day, 
and attended, but were not examined. It was de- 
cided to wait until Thomas S. Foote, said to be im- 
plicated in the transaction, surrenders himself, and 
then conduct the investigation as to all the accused 
at the same time. Foote is in the city, and as soon 
as he secures what he believes will be a sufficient 
bond he proposes to come into court and deliver 
himself. By agreement of counsel the case of 
Frederick Shaw will be called for prelimiuary ex- 
amination in the Police Court on Thursday. An 
evening paper publishes an interview with Fall in 
which Fall ismadeto say: “ Foote doesn’t know 
anything about this case.” 

*‘How did he come to make the affidavit that is 
attributed to him, then?” 

‘Payne got thet affidavit. The arrangement 
was that Payne should get it, and Foote was to be 
paid forit. Payne was also to muke affidavit and 
get $1,500 for it; then he and Foote would have 
left town with the money. No, Foote doesn’t 
know anything about the approaching of Juror 
Brown, except what others have told him. Foote 
simply secured the services of Payne as a man 
who knew Brown well and Payne saw Brown.” 

Mr. Fall said if he were convicted. he would be 
a martyr to the Department of Justice; that he 
was employed to get evidence, which, if submitted 
to Judge Wylie, would break the jury; that his 
reports were filed with Brewster Cameron, and 
that the agreement to be signed by Brown was 
approved by Brewster Cameron. ‘* No offer was 
made to Brown,” he said. “it is true he was 
tricked for the purpose of procuring evidence to 
show that he could be bought.”

THE FAMILY WAITER’S TESTIMONY AS TO 
MR. STOKES’S HABITS. 

Leonard Smith, a waiter in the employ of 
the late James Stokes during the last year of his 
life, Was a witness in the contest of the will of Mr. 
Stokes before Surrogate Rollins yesterday. He 
testified that Mr. Stokes “generally looked sad, 
but he was sometimes gay.”’ The latter took a nap 
in an easy-chair in his library every day after 
dinner. Mr. Stokes once got up from his seat at 
table and, without any apparent reason, followed 
the waiter around the table. The waiter was hely - 
ing the ladies at the table to some chicken, and M: 
Stokes seemed to be annoyed at the circumstance. 
Mr. Bangs askedif William Stokes did not once 
tell the witness that his father was in such a 
condition of mind and body that he was not 
responsible for his actions, and thatthe witness 
must take no notice of it. Mr. 
jected to the question, and desired to have 
it erased from the record. Surrogate Rollins 
sustained the objection, but allowed the ques- 
tion to remain on the records. @ When the Stokes 
family, the witness continued, went to Or- 
ange, N. J., in the Spring of 1881, Mr. 
James Stokes at first refused to go with 
them, but afterward reconsidered his deter- 
mination. 
to do some work in the house, Mr. Stokes ordered 
him to “leave the house,” as he “did not want 
any strangers there.” The carpenter remained, 
however. Mr. Stokes “shaved himself up to the 
Friday before his death,” and he “always held 
family prayers morning and evening.” When the 
name of the late Mrs. Stokes was once mentioned 
before Mr. Stokes he * began to weep bitterly, and 
refused to be comforted.” Mr. Stokes called the 
Peet goose “alot of fools and their medicines a 
ot of stuff.’’ 

In cross-examination by Mr. Evarts, the witness 
said that he had been employed as a waiterin the 
family by Mr. William Stokes. When the late Mr. 
Stokes was consulted in relation to the matter he 
objected to the employment of Smith because he 
‘““was not married.” At one time Mr. William 
Stokes ordered the family carriage to be 
driven to the door “to take him down 
to business.”” His father, overhearing the order, 
couutermanded it. “I won’t allow you to take 
the carriage,” said the old gentleman; ‘“ when I 
was of your age I used to walk down.” Mr. Stokes 
would not permit his daughters to read their let- 
ters or newspapers at the breakfast table. Mr. 
Evarts asked the witness if Mr. Stokes ever asked 
him to shave him. “ He asked me if I could shave,”’ 
replied the witness, ‘‘and I said I didn’t know; I 
had always shaved myself. Mr. Stokes answered: 
* Well, I don’t want you to learn by experimenting 
on me,’ and the subject was dropped.”’ Mr. Stokes 
used to visit his daughter Dora, the contestant, in 
Orange every day, but she only came to his house 
once or twice, though she frequently walked in the 
grounds attached to her father’s residence. When 
Dora was sick Mr. Stokes used to inelude in his 
prayers a petition “ that his daughter might be re- 
stored to health.”

THE AUTUMN MEETING OF THE 
NATIONAL ACADEMY. 

THE ARISTOCRACY OF THE AMERICAN COCK- 
ROACH—RAIN-FALL OF THE GLOBE AND 
THE RAINLESS REGIONS—-OTHER PAPERS 
READ YESTENDAY. | 

The Autumn meeting of the National Acad- 
emy of Sciences began a three days’ session in Co-

ever they choose to do so. Eight papers were read 
yesterday, and the one having the most general in- 
terest to the public at large was that of Prof. 
Samnel H. Scudder, of Harvard University. Its 
scientific title was ‘‘On Triassic Insects from the 
Rocky Mountains.” In common parlance it 
would be called an essay on “Fossil Cocx- 
roaches.” These cockroaches, about which the 
Professor talked for some time, and which he said 
seemed from their structure to be very clearly al- 
lied to the existing pestiferous tribes, were found 
imbedded in some fossil rocks foundin Fairplay, 
Col. They were paleozoic cockroaches, and the 
probable progenitors of the common cockroach of 
the present day. The thus proved antiquity of the 
cockroach makes him a Knickerbocker, as it were, 
among bugs, and this discovery will doubtless 
bring about the heretofore despised and maligned 


pest of the household a host of admirers of the Oscar 
Wilde wsthetic stripe. The affinty between the 
Knickerbocker market-gardener and the paleozoic 
cockroach is shown by the fact that the Professor 
found imbedded in the same rock with the roaches 
quantities of vegetuble growth, in the proportion 
of two-thirds insects to one-third plants. about the 
proportion that existed when the old Knickerbocek- 
ers were market-gardening on Manhattan Island. 
The aristocracy of the paleozoile cockroaches was 
further shown by diagrams exhibited on tbe black- 
board, which revealed the fact that the paleozoic 
aristocrat had five veins, while the plebeian of to-day 
has only four, an evident loss of blood and manifest 
deterioration. The superiority of Amerivato the 
effete European monarchies was shown by the Pro- 
fessor by the fact that Europe his been able to 
produce only four species of paleozoic cock- 
roaches, while America fairly revels in seventeen 
distinct and different species. This, to speak by the 
Marquis of Queensberry rules, “*knocks Europe 
out in one round,” and establishes the aristocracy 
of American cockroaches beyond all doubt. 

A paper written by Prof. Elias Loomis, of Yale 
College, was read by the acting Secretary, Prof. 
George F. Barker, of the University of Pennsylva- 
nia,onthe "Mean Annual Rain-fall.”” From the 
observations made and recorded it appears that 
on one-fifth part of the land surface of the globe 
the average annual rain-fallis less than 10 inches, 
and that onevena larger surface the fallis so 
slight as to render the land valueless for agricul- 
purposes, except in the limited dis- 
tricts which permit of irrigation. There is 
an extensive rain belt aleng the Atlantic 
coast from 385° north to 88° south, with 
the exception of distriets in Mexico 
and Texas, where the average rain-fall is 50 inches. 
There are belts of county across South America, 
and Africa and the islands of the East Indian 
Archipelago which form an equatorial rain belt 
of about 1,000 miles in breadth where the rainu-fall 
averages 50 inches. There are also similar belts 
across Africa, Asia, and in sections of Australia, 
North and South America, where the rain-fall 
averages only 10 inches and even less, but 
the only portion of Europe which  proper- 
ly termed a rainless’ district is a_ sinall 
portion of Spain, where the fall is_ less 
than 10 inches per annum. The most remarkable 
rain belt extends from the Atlantie coast across 
Northern Africa and eastward to the Indus, its 
length being 4,500 miles and its breadth 1,000 miles,in 
which the rain-fall is about 75 inches. Prof. Loomis 
drew no deductions from his observations. but, in a 
= per read later on, Prof. Guyot. the geographer of 
Princeton College, read a paperon the existence 
in both hemispheres of a dry terrestrial zone. 
These dry or rainless zones, whose location were 
vaguely designated in Prof. Loomis’s paper, were 
more distinctly marked out on a map exhibited by 
Prof. Guyot. These zones he denominated as 
semi-tropical zones, and are situated both north 
and south of the equator, extending across a well 
defined belt of country. The southern semi-tropi- 
cal zone is nearer to the equator than the northern 
semi-tropical zone, a fact which the Professor 
held was due in part to the fact that the 
amount of land in the northern hemisphere over- 


weighted that in the southern, and so lifted further | 


tothe north the whole meteorological system of the 
southern hemisphere. ‘The cause which leads to 
the existence of these two rainless zones is the 
construction of the country bounding them. The 
country about the partial deserts existing is such 
as to draw from the atmosphere all the moisture it 
has before the winds reach the dry country. This 
is generally the cause, the most notable exception 


being in the dry lands of Peru, where, though | 


there is no rain, there is much moisture in the at- 
mosphere, which is precipitated, and serves its pur- 
pose without condensation. In the course of his 
remarks he stated that the Mississippi Valley would 
be, by reason of the construction of the country on 
either side, a vast desert were it not for the ex- 
istence of the Gulf of Mexico, the warmest body of 
water on the face of the earth, and one that helps 
very materially in supplying the rain-fall for that 
part of this country. 

Prof. Ira Remsen, of the Johns Uopkins Uni- 
versity, exhibited two specimens of white phos- 
phorus, a metal that had resulted from his 
treatment of phosphorus in hydrogen. The 


precipitate, a snowy, plastic metal, that flouts | 
on water, was first obtained by himafew weeks | 


ago, and his tests to ascertain if this is the 
condition of phosphorus in absolute purity are 
not yet completed. The phosphorus 
treated with hydrogen is a novelty in chem- 
ietry so far as he could ascertain from reading, and 
he exhibited it rather as the result of an experi- 
ment than asacomplete exemplification of any 
theory or problem. When placed on filter paper to 
dry out, the metal fuses quickly, emitting a deuse 
vapor, and then assumes the appearance of phos- 
phorus as ordinarily seen in laboratories.

“The shoemaker, Frank Fuiro, was before his door 
on the sidewalk on Sunday last; a policeman came 
along; it was between 5and7 o’clock P. M.; the 
Police officer pushed Frank Fuiro; he said ‘you 
can’t stand on the sidewalk;’ there were some 
four or five others standing there: Frank Fuiro 
saidto the officer, ‘This is before my own 
door and I can_ stand here.’ The officer 
then went away and came back again and pushed 
Frank Fuiro. There was another Italian man 
there--a lame man—and the policeman hit him 
with his club on the head twice or thrice; then 
Frank Fuiro and his brother went for the police- 
man with a stick, a piece of wood; I was sitting on 
my stoop; I saw the officeripulling out his pistol; he 
fired it off and the ball struck me; I believe he fired It 
directly at me; I had nothingat all to do with the 
row and did not participate in tt.’’ The bullet which 
penetrated Tuorzo’s body dropped into the abdom- 
inal cavity, where it still remains. Officer Crowe, 
who was cut on the arm and neck by Tuorzo, as 
the officer alleges, was much better yesterday, and 
will soon be sufficiently recovered to leave the 
hospital.

» The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, tn this region, warmer, partly 
cloudy weather, with local vains, variable 
winds, mostly westerly, falling, followed by 
gising, barometer. 

The official figures give the Republicans a 
Mejority of 12 on joint ballot in the Illi- 
nois Legislature. The leading candidates 
for United States Senator are Gov. CuL- 
tom and Gen. Raum, the Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue. ‘The first is cred- 
ited with having the advantage of 
fitate patronage and the other of a 
strong Federal backing. It might be sup- 
pesed that the arguments in favor of the 
Governor’s election to the United States Sen- 
‘ate would be chiefly based on his irreproach- 
able record as State Executive, and that 
Gen. Raum’s method of administering his 
present office would be appealed to'as a rea- 
son for elevating him to a higher position, 
‘but the ‘‘ practical’? arguments which ap- 
peal to legislators appear in Illinois, as else- 
‘where, to be those which do not have weight 
with their constituents. Until the time 
comes when this fact shall be regarded as 
other than a familiar commonplace, it can 
hardly be said that the civil service reform 
crusade has come near the attainment of its 
jobject. 


( Mr. Brewster CAMERON, agent of the 
Department of Justice, has put forth a vo- 
Juminous statement designed to define the 
status of several disreputable persons em- 
ployed in the star route cases by the depart- 
ment. ‘TAYLOR, who was in the service of 
the Department of Justice when Mr. Cam- 
ERON came into it, was the agent who intro- 
duced Faw asa suitable person to watch 
the jury, KNox Brown being his especial 
game. This pair of worthies, Fat and 
TayLor, appear to have} suspected 
pach other with the natural distrust of 
practical rogues. In the end they each ac- 
cused the other of lying and treachery. It 
is not proved that TAyLor was in the em- 
ployment of the defense for the purpose of 
breaking down the case of the Government; 
nor is it certain that Faun was a ‘free 
lance’’ bent only on making money from 
either or both sides. But if these precious 
intriguers were bent on these nefarious 
errands their conduct is readily explicable. 
Otherwise, nobody can possibly make out 
what their intentions were. This last chap- 
ter of the bribery scandal is as black as any 
that has preceded it. 


Mr. Jonson, the Secretary of the Repub- 
fican State Committee, may “‘laugh’’ at the 
rircular sent out in his name after the elec- 
ion to office-holders in this State dunning 
them for money, but a man with moderate 
self respect would hardly be amused at hay- 
Ing his name affixed to so impudent a docu- 
ment, particularly in such a form as to give 
the impression that it was his personal 
signature. The presumption that it was 
done to enable the committee to pay their 
hotel bill is very plausible. It may also 
have been done to raise money for Gen. 
Curtis’s fine and counsel fees. The real 
purpose of it will never be known except 
to the men who perpetrated the swin- 
ale. The incident is an interesting piece 
pf evidence as to the looseness with 
which campaign funds thus obtained are 
expended, and the opportunities for fraud 
which exist in connection with them, and it 
throws new light on the duty of Congress to 
puta stop to this species of robbery. It 
would be bad enough in any form, but when 
it is practiced upon the employes of the Fed- 
eral Government, and in the name of the 
** party of moral ideas,’’ it becomes a scan- 
dal and an outrage.

ability of the board would be elevated by 
the accession of Mr. M. J. Costetno. We 
have had frequent occasion to commend the 
rectitude of Mr. CosTreLuo’s course as a 
member of Assembly, and his legal experi- 
ence and personal character are alike supe- 
rior to those which have been usually ex- 
pected from nominees for Police Justice. 
Of course, the Board of Aldermen 
tabled both nominations and are not 
likely to act on_ either without 
arguments of a more substantial character 
than those which the obvious fitness of the 
nominees may suggest. If we must havea 
Park Board at all, Mr. Caartes F. Mac- 
Lean is as active and irreproachable a mem- 
ber of such a body as could be desired, 
while Mr. Jonn D. Criumins need not rise 
above mediocrity of character and ability to 
be an enormous improvement on Mr. SmitH 
E. Lang. Butas Lane is the kind of man 
whom Joon Ks.ty delights to honor, and 
as nothing likely to offend the Tammany 
boss will be done by the preSent Board of 
Aldermen, the Park Commission will have 
the enlivening company of KELLy’s favorite 
for a little longer. 


There seems to be little doubt that the 
nominations made by Mayor GRACE yester- 
day will be allowed to expire with his term 
and will have to be renewed, if at all, by 
Mayor Epson. As Mr. Keuuy is said to 
have made up his mind that Police Commis- 
sioner Nicwots shall retain his office and 
that Mr. P. G. Durry shall again have a 
seat on the Police Court bench, it will be in- 
teresting to find the next Mayor compeiled 
to decide at the beginning of his term whom 
he will serve. As Keuuy will insist on hav- 
ing these nominations made or on defeating 
the confirmations of all other nominees of 
the Mayor, the issue between Mr. Epson 
and the reinstated ‘‘ boss’’ will be made with 
all needful distinctness, ‘‘Srp’’ NicHois 
isa sufficiently objectionable person to be 
ineligible for reappointment by any Mayor 
who prefers considerations of public duty to 
those of partisan expediency. For such 
demoralization in our Police system as can 
be traced to the Police Board, he is rather 
more clearly responsible than any of his col- 
leagues, and Ke.uy’s determination to have 
him reappointed simply means that he is 
very useful to KELLY, and therefore not at 
all adapted to carry out the wishes of the 
respectable people of New-York. It will 
need but a very brief experience of public 
life to make Mayor Epson either a warm 
sympathizer with the principles of the Citi- 
zens’ movement or the openly confessed 
tool of Jonn Key. 





THE NEW CANAL POLICY. 


The adoption of the free canal amend- 
ment to the State Constitution is only a be- 
ginning of the solution of our canal problem, 
if indeed it does not add greatly to the com- 
plexity and difficulty of that problem. We 
take it that there can be no serious question 
that the amendment is duly ratified, notwith- 
standing the blundering way in which the 
act was framed that provided for taking 
avote upon it. The amendment, as such, 
is one, though it modifies three sections of 
Article VIL It was proposed by one Legis- 
lature and approved by another in due form 
as a whole, and was submitted to the people 
by a joint resolution of the two houses. A 
subsequent act presenting the form of ballot 
to be used designated it as an amendment to 
section 8, Article VII., whereas it affected 
sections 3, 5, and 6 ot that article, and the 
blundering designation of the Legislature 
was used as the indorsement on the ballots. 
It certainly seems like a quibble to claim 
that only the amendment of section 3 has 
been accomplished, but even if that is the 
case, the tolls are abolished and the support 
of the canals by taxation is requiretl. 

The discussion of the subject has always 
been very unsatisfactory on account of its 
superficial character. The tolls on grain in 
recent years have amounted to only about 1 
cent a bushel, which is to be credited as an 
addition to the cost of transportation 
from Chicago to New-York. The aver- 
age cost of transportation for grain 
over the entire distance during the 
season of 1881 by lake and canal, includ- 
ing Buffalo charges, canal tolls, and lake in- 
surance, was 22.2 cents per hundred pounds. 
By lake and rail the average cost was 26.5 
cents. With this difference the railroads 
held such share of the traffic as their mana- 
gers saw fit to strive for. The removal of 
the tolls of 1 cent per bushel is like'y to 
make no perceptible difference in canal and 
railroad competition. Whatever issaved by 
it will probably go into the pockets of those 
directly concerned with canal transportation. 
And yet the matter has been argued as though 
the maintenance of the canals and the com- 
mercial supremacy of New- York depended on 
the elimination of that 1 cent a bushel on the 
cost of transporting grain from Chicago by 
water. It has been spoken of asa tax levied 
upon commerce by the State, notwith- 
standing the fact that the whole revenue 
barely sufficed to meet the expense 
of maintaining and operating the canals. 
There has been a deal of claptrap 
advocacy from such dignified sources 
as Horatio Szymovr and the Commercial 
Union of New-York. Whether this or 
other considerations have prevailed upon 
the people to ratify the amendment does not 
matter. The free canal policy has been 
adopted somewhat blindly, we fear, and 
now we must consider what it is to lead to. 

We do not undervalue the canal system of 
this State. It has been of vast service in de- 
veloping our commerce and determining the 
direction of traffic from the interior to the 
sea-board. It has exercised a potent regulat- 
ing influence upon the charges of railroads, 
and does so still. Its present importance is 
indicated by the statistics of the traffic with 
which it is chiefly concerned. During the 
year 1880 there were received at the four 
ports of New-York, Boston, Philadelphia, 
and Baltimore, chiefly for export, 315,932, - 
488 bushels of grain, including: flour reck- 
oned in its equivalent of bushels of wheat. 
Of this, 169,092,543 bushels, or 53.5 per 
cent., were received at this port, of which 
95,414,822 bushels were brought by rail dur- 
ing twelve months and 69,440,901 bushels 
by canal during about seven months, the 


small residue:coming by coast transporta-_ 


tion. Thus it appears that nearly 22 per 
cent. of all the grain brought to the chicf 
ports of the Atlantic sea-board came through 
the Erie Canal to this Gitv. This indicates 


Without any re-- 


duit of trade to New-York. It not only 
adds to the bulk of our traffic, but doubt- 
less operates to keep down the charges for 
transportation by all lines and to all the 
ports. But this has been the case while 
tolls were collected to pay for the main- 
tenance of the canals, and it certainly has 
not been shown that their continued main- 
tenance was dependent on the abolition of 
the tolls or that such abolition would add 
greatly to their efficiency 1m any respect. 

While recognizing the character of the 
arguments used by the advocates of free 
canals, we have not seen fit to stand in the 
way of the adoption of a policy for which 
so much was claimed. But we regard the 
constitutional amendment as barely clearing 
the ground for the new policy. The imme- 
diate result will be to throw the main- 
tenance of the canals upon the State 
at a yearly cost of near a million 
dollars without materially affecting the 
chief elements of the transportation 
problem. We do not anticipate that it 
will perceptibly increase the current of traffic 
to New-York or the proportion of it carried 
on by water, or perceptibly diminish the cost 
of transportation either by water or rail, and 
we deem it certain that the abolition of tolls 
is not going to make any appreciable differ- 
ence with the competition of the St. Law- 
rence or the Mississippi route. The consti- 
tutional amendment merely changes the canal 
question; it does not settle it. The next 
movement will be for enlargement at the ex- 
pense of the State, and there are intimations 
that it will not be long delayed. But this is 
a matter with which we may as well proceed 
with more care and deliberation. There is 
no immediate hurry about it. Let us see 
how freeing the present canals from tolls is 
going to work before pressing for bigger and 
more expensive ones. 





GEN. BUTLER ON 1HE SITUATION. 

Gen. BuTuLeR, the Governor-elect of Mas- 
sachusetts, has given what he wishes to be 
considered as his views at some length toa 
reporter of the Sun of this City. The most 
notable thing about his utterances is their 
tone of moderation. The General’s amaz- 
ing success in attaining the object of his am- 


‘bition at a moment when none of his friends 


hoped for it and none of his enemies 
seriously feared it has _ evidently  so- 
bered him. Possibly the vision of a 
still higher goal, no more unattainable 
than the Governorship seemed a year ago, 
may have something to do in calming his 
ordinary ardor and converting him from an 
impetuous assailant to be a critic of philo- 
sophic manner and an air of impartiality. 
He may think that it is fitting his high 
station, and proof of fitness for one 
more elevated, to appear above sweeping 
denunciation and personal vituperation. 
His new manner’ does not add 
to the interest of his remarks, and they do 
not gain in dignity nearly so much as they 
lose in vivacity. But they have a certain 
value as the opinions professed by one who 
undoubtedly believes himself to be the com- 
ing man, and who has very strong motives 
for adhesion to what he believes to be the 
coming ideas, 

It is noticeable, for one thing, that in his 
analysis of the causes of recent political 
changes and in his forecast of the probable 
course of the successful party, Gen. Bur- 
LER has not a word to say about the cur- 
rency. The apostle of the irredeemable 
legal tender, who went out of the Republi- 
can Party by way of Greenbackism, and 
who took the trouble to invent a special 
interconvertible bond and note which 
was to regulate the currency on the princi- 
pleof a patent cut-off, apparently sees no 
hope of further interesting the people in 
that subject. It is not long since that Gen. 
Burtuer professed to believe that the one 
thing the people wanted was paper money, 
and made the most extravagant bids for 
popularity in that direction. At present he 
sees no signs worth noting of any demand of 
this sort. The fact is an encouraging sign 
of the healthy sentiment of the country in re- 
gard to finance. 

The main source cf the recent revolution, 
according to Gen. BUTLER, was the discon- 
tent of the people with the enormous taxa- 
tion now enforced, but as to what should be 
done to satisfy the people on this point he 
is singularly at sea. He declares that there 
was ‘‘a revolt’? because the tariff was not 
revised, but he suggests no adequate revision 
by the party that has come into power. He 
believes that free trade, if it were possible, 
would be best for all, but he coolly assumes 
that there is an ‘‘immediate necessity for 
raising about a million of dollars a day from 
Customs,’’ and he makes a virtue of saying 
that if this does not afford sufficient ‘‘inci- 
dental protection’? to American manufac- 
tures, then they ‘“‘ought not to flourish at 
all.” As this is very nearly twice the 
amount collected from Customs for the 
past fiscal year, we should say that 
manufacturers would be entirely con- 
tent with the amount allowed them by 
the General. Obviously a statesman 
who believes that the people have revolted 
because the tariff was not revised, and who 
contemplates raising 80 per cent. more from 
Customs than is now raised, cannot be said 
to have mastered his subject. If he expects 
to profit by what he conceives to be the con- 
dition of the popular mind on this question 
be will have to give it much more serious 
attention than he has yet given it. 

Nor is he much clearer in regard to the 
internal revenue. He thinks that the taxes 
on whisky and tobacco ‘‘will be substan- 
tially swept away, or at least be put upon 
the consumer, instead of, as now, upon the 
producer,’ but he gives no clue a3 to how 
this latter arrangement is to be brought 
about. As a matter of fact, it would be 
practically impossible. By far the larger 
part of the whisky made in the coun- 
try is consumed in small quantities, 
and all the tobacco is. If Gen. BuTLER 
seriously proposes to levy $150,000,000 a 
year upon the retail sales of liquors and to- 
bacco, he is a fit subject for an asylum for 
demented statesmen. If he proposes to 
raise the tax from the jobbers, he only shifts 
the burden from one class of dealers 
to another, increases the cost of col- 
lection, and interferes as seriously as 
ever with business, if not more so. 
His suggestion that the removal 
of the tax from the producers would leave 
the States in which whisky and tobacco are 
produced more capital available for taxa- 
tion, and that this would relieve certain 
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Southern States which do not now pay their 
debts, is more plausible than forcible. With 
the exception of Delaware, Maryland, Ken- 
tucky, and Missouri, none of which has 
any trouble in meeting its obligations, 
over 63 per cent. of the manufac- 
tured tobacco is produced in Northern 
States; and with the exception of Ken- 
tucky, Maryland, and Missouri, over 92 per 
cent. of the rectified spirits is produced in 
the Northern States. The percentage of 
beer and ale is, of course, still more strik- 
ing. Itis hardly worth while, therefore, to 
repeal the taxes on liquor and tobacco for 
the relief of States which do not pay their 
debts. Virginia apart, no such State has 
any considerable interest in these taxes. 

But facts and figures will not have very 
much influence on those who are making 
the crusade on the internal revenue taxes. 
Most of these men are actuated by a desire 
to prevent the reduction of the tariff. They 
really care very little for the special class 
whose cause they pretend to champion. If 
they imagine that their policy will satisfy 
the intelligent public opinion of the coun- 
try in regard to taxation, they are very 


seriously mistaken.

DRESSED BEEF. 

The rise of the dressed beef business has 
disturbed some important ‘‘ vested interests. ’’ 
Mr. VANDERBILT has cars and railroads 
which the live stock shippers have hitherto 
freely used to his great profit. Mr. East- 
MAN has at great expense equipped himself 
with stock-yards where he is accustomed to 
receive cattle from the West for distribution 
among the local slaughterers, These latter 
have the necessary slaughter-houses, sledge- 
hammers, butcher-knives, and other ‘‘ plant’’ 
for transforming a live steer into dressed 
beef. These receivers, distributors, and 
slaughterers here have their correlative buy- 
ers and shippers in Chicago. Until the 
dressed beef spectre rose these gentlemen 
were, so to speak, ‘‘ well fixed.’” They took 
their ample toll of the abundaut grist that 
came to their mill and the world looked 
fair and bright to them. They were fat 
and comfortable. Some months ago certain 
ill-bred Chicago persons began to annoy them 
by an impertinent interference with their 
business. These upstarts were familiar with 
the nature and composition of fat oxen. 
They had observed that the hide, horns, 
hoofs, and viscera make up nearly one-half 
the weight of the live animal. 1t occurred 
to them that if these inedible parts were left 
behind, the roasts and steaks might be sent 
to the East at such a saving in freight money 
as would enable them to undersell all New- 
York butchers to whom beef was sent on the 
hoof. 
found that they had reasoned correctly. They 
did underéell the New-York men. 


This was a discovery of such moment 
that we may be pardoned for dwelling upon 
it for a moment in the attempt to trace out 
some of its consequences. We will pres- 
ently return to Mr. VANDERBILT and Mr. 
EastMan. The idle man of theories at 
once declares the dressed beef business to be 
one of the great reforms of the age, so 
clearly does it commend itself to his judg- 
ment. Its importance consists in the even dis- 
tribution of its benefits. A man who invents 
a steam-ship that crosses the ocean in a 
single day isnot so great a benefactor of 
his kind as he who takes 3 cents a pound 
off the price of beef, for everybody eats 
beef, and not more than one-twentieth of 1 
per cent. of everybody crosses the ocean. 
There is really no reason on earth why the 
beef-eaters of New-York should be taxed 
for bringing hides and horns over Mr. 
VANDERBILT'S roads all the way from 
Chicago. This is what the musty 
professor of political economy says of the 
reform. But practical men also give it their 
approval. To bring cattle here on the hoof 
makes bad beef. The wretched creatures 
are bruised, starved, scared, heated in Sum- 
mer, andchilled in Winter, until every tissue 
and fluid of their systems undergoes a de- 
generative change, and when they are 
slaughtered and cut up here their flesh is 
not in proper condition for the table. Meat 
is kept in retrigerators here, and it may just 
as well be kept in refrigerator cars. 


That bad dressed beef has been sent from 
Chicago to New-York is no valid objection 
tothe plan, for it was bad when it started. 
The stock-yards there receive fever-stricken 
cattle indiscriminately with others, and we 
may be certain that we have received very 
much more of it on the hoof than we ever 
shall in the dressed form, The remedy 
for the evil is a rigid inspection, and that is 
an entirely separate problem. Whatever 
effect the practice of shipping beef dressed 
instead of on the hoof may have upon the 
quality of the meat will unquestionably be 
on the right side. There will thus be a 
double gain. The consumer will be relieved 
of needless charges, and he will get better 
beef. An incidental but important advan- 
tage will be the removal of abattoirs from 
our river fronts and the abolition of render- 
ing establishments and bone-boiling works. 
Neither statutes nor swearing have ever 
given us any relief from these abominable 
nuisances. They will now go to Chicago, 
where they rather like such things. 
We run no risk in saying that 
they will go, for we assume that 
this question is already settled. The laws of 
trade, though against some temporary oppo- 
sition, will give us the beef and Chicago the 
bones. The finest grades of beef, notably 
the corn-fed steers of Illinois, Kentucky, 
Southern Ohio, and Western Virginia, will 
still come to us on the hoof for customers 
able and willing to pay the extra expense of 
careful transportation and of a few days’ keep- 
ing here to allow recovery from travel-fever. 
The beef of the million will come dressed. 


The gentlemen who have made expensive 
arrangements for bringing hides and hoofs to 
this City have been startled by the cry of 
‘« dressed beef,’’ as though some one upon 
the mighty horn of a Texas steer had wound 
for them a second blast of Roncevalles. Mr. 
VANDERBILT sees in his dreams long lines 
of his stock cars rotting on disused sidings. 
Mr. Eastman has visions of knee-high pig- 
weeds choking up his stock-yards, The 
slaughter-house men, in their uneasy imagi- 
nations, sell theirrusty butcher-knives to old 
junk dealers, and the superfluous shippers 
wonder where in the wide world 
there will be room for them.

ner. Monopolies have made men more 
cantankerous and aggressive. .Those of 
like interest combine to buy out or crush out 
intruders and rivals. Mr. Goutp is angry 
if another man lays a rail or erects a tele- 
graph pole wi‘hout his permission and alli- 
ance. Mr. VANDERBILT will have no Nickel 
Plate and Hoosac Tunnel Roads competing 
with his own. The Standard Oil Company 
will permit no man to sell a quart of kero- 
sene unless he buysitof them. It is, of 
course, entirely business-like and proper for 
Mr. VANDERBILT and Mr. Eastman to at- 
tempt to protect their interests. But there 
are legitimate and illegitimate ways of doing 
such things. If the company they have or- 
ganized, with $1,000,000 capital, is going to 
dress and.ship beef in honest competition 
with the Chicago firms at present engaged 
in the business, the public has no right to 
complain. But if they mean to kill off these 
firms with the ulterior design of keeping 
their cattle cars and stock-yards in profitable 
use, the consumers of beef will have a 
right to complain, for that would 
be a reactionary undertaking, contrary 
to public policy, and an impassable 
barrier to cheap beef. The envious 
dressed beef men charge that this is their 
wicked purpose. If this be true, the dressed 
beef reform must wait, for when Mr. Van- 
DERBILT wants anything he generally has it, 
and if the public is so ungenerous as not to 
like his way of doing things the public can 
be blanked. 





THE NZED OF A LIMIT. 

The wholesome practice of limiting the 
bets made on a game of poker prevails very 
generally in all reputable circles. Among 
the professional gamblers of the West, 
where money-making and not amusement 
is the object of the game, no limit is rec- 
ognized, and the innocent cotton-planter 
who sits down at a poker-table on board 
a Mississippi steamer and bets $10 or 
$20 on what he believes to be a good 
hand may find himself ‘raised out of his 
boots’”’ by an opponent who increases the 
bet to $1,000. The advantages of a limit 
in poker are so universally conceded by all 
fair-minded men that it is strange that the 
limit has not been generally introduced into 
ecclesiastical games. That there is practi- 
cally no limit recognizéd in such games is 
well known, but it is to be hoped that the re- 
cent action of the Baptist congregation of 
London, Ontario, will have its effect in call- 
ing the attention of zealous Baptists and 
members of other sects to the wisdom anc 
propriety of a limit. 

The London Baptists held a fair a few 
days ago, and among the schemes for bring- 
ing money into the treasury of the fair was 
that of presenting a bed-quilt to the young 
Baptist lady who should receive the largest 
number of votes. The ‘‘ ante’’ required from 
each voter was 50 cents, and it was evi- 
dent from the first that the ‘‘ pot’’—that is 
to say, the bed-quilt—would be won either 
by Miss Goodacre or Miss Porte. 


The voting proceeded quietly for some 
time until it became apparent that Miss 
Porte was decidedly ahead. Miss Goodacre 
was engaged to be married toa Mr. Fox, 
and the latter, having put all his available 
cash into votes at 50 cents each, was so de- 
termined that his betrothed should win the 
bed-quilt that he threw his watch on the ta- 
ble and demanded that, as it was worth $100, 
it should be counted as an equivalent for two 
hundred votes. This would have secured 
the bed-quilt for Miss Goodacre had not 
Miss Porte also possessed a lover of great 
devotion and piuck in the _ person 
of Mr. Stanlev, who, having $200 
in his pocket, instantly ‘‘saw’’ Mr. Fox’s 
one-hundred-dollar watch and ‘‘ went 
$100 better.”’ The excitement had now 
become intense, for it was believed that Mr. 
Fox would not be ‘‘bluffed’’ by his op- 
ponent’s $200. This belief was justified in 
a most striking way. Without a moment’s 
hesitation, Mr. Fox bet—that is to say, con- 
tributed—his house and lot, worth $1,000, 
and Mr. Stanley, being utterly unable 
either to ‘‘raise’’ or ‘‘call’’ him, passed 
out, and the bed-quilt was adjudged to Miss 
Goodacre. The discussion which followed 
between the respective friends of the two 
bold players was so heated and so destruc- 
tive of crockery and religious harmony that 
a painful scandal was created, and the Bap- 
tist congregation, after a full investigation, 
returned the watch and house to Mr. Fox 
and the $200 to Mr. Stanley, and directed 
the bed-quilt to be given to Miss Porte. 


Tne ostensible reason for this decision was 
that there had been a fifty-cent limit and 
that no player had a right to bet—or, in 
other words, contribute—more than one 
fifty-cent vote ata time. But it is not de- 
nied that, in spite of the so-called limit, 
every player was permitted to cast as many 
votes as he could pay for at the rate of 50 
cents each. Now, the purpose of a limit in 
any game is to restrain the propensity of 
bold players to ‘‘freeze out’’ the more timid 
ones, and this cannot be done unless the 
limit is strictly maintained. For example, 
when poker is played with a one-dollar 
limit, the limit would be a hollow mockery 
were a player to be permitted to bet $5 or 
$10 atatime. How can the London Bap- 
tists maintain that there was a limit in 
their game when any man could stake as 
many votes at a time as he could pay for? 

If there was no limit, as was evidently 
the case, on What ground was Mr. Fox com- 
pelled to resume his house and watch and 
Mr. Stanley compelled to take back his 
$200? There is no pretense that the game 
was played unfairly, and no player ex- 
pressed the least desire to have his money 
returned. It may be that the Baptists had 
doubts as to the exact value of Mr. Fox’s 
watch and house, but that would not ex- 
plain their refusal to accept Mr. Stanley’s 
$200. The truth of the matter seems to be 
that the watch and house and $200 were 
returned simply in order to put an end to 
the scandal which the affair had created, 
and the act must be considered a weak and 
cowardly one. 


The necessity of having a limit-and adher- 
ing strictly to it in ecclesiastical games is 
made clearer than ever by the great Baptist 
bed-quilt game. Let us hope that hereafter 
no such game will be played without a limit, 
and that in no circumstances will the limit’ 
be set aside. Were a few veteran noker-: 


pluyers to be employea to take charge of 
church fairs, there is little danger that any 
game would be played in an unfair or scan- 
dalous manner, and all occasion for scandal 
would be avoided. 


Senator Vest’s statement that he regards 
CLEVELAND’s nomination for President as 
‘“‘a sure thing if he becomes a good Gov- 
ernor and preserves harmony in the party in 
New-York”’ suggests the reflection that the 
tasks awaiting Messrs. CLEVELAND and 
Epson are essentially alike. They are ex- 
pected to accomplish the impossible—to rec- 
oncile good government with the support of 
men who live by jobbery, to earn the appro- 
bation of the people without disturbing 
party ‘‘harmony”’ by quarreling with the 
professional politicians. No public officer 
in this country has accomrlished that 
feat yet, and it may be safely predicted 
that neither in Albany nor New-York 
will it be achieved this Winter. 
Mr. CLEVELAND will have turned his expe- 
rience as Mayor of Buffalo to very little pur- 
pose if he regards the preservation of ‘‘ party 
harmony”’ as at all pertaining to the func- 
tions of his office. He may rest assured that 
any political future which he may have will 
depend entirely on his success in making a 
good Governor and not at all on his ability 
to keep Tammany Hall from kicking over 
the party traces. Presidential aspirants have 
found before now that it isa fatal distinction 
to have the Kelly mark on them. 


The question of the suppression of the illegal 
traffic in lottery and policy tickets is again revived. 
The Police Commissioners have addressed to Dis- 
trict Attorney McKeron a letter requesting informa- 
tion as tothe powers and duties of the Police in 
collecting evidence of this especial feature of rvio- 
lation of the State laws. If the Police propose to 
make use of the information receiyed from Mr. 
McKeon as the basis of a movement against these 
numerous law-breakers the action will be timely. 
It is notorious that the loitery and policy shops 
which remained dormant after the recent raid 
organized by Mr. McKeon have again resumed op- 
erations, and regular daily announcements of their 
“drawings” may beseen in the petty newspaper 
organs of the craft. One has not far to seek for an 
explanation of this revival of the business. Mr. 
McKeon’s raid won public commendation for 
thoroughness and success in securing svidence. 
But thus far he has signally failed to keep his 
promise to act on this evidence with prompt and 
impartial vigor. Many weeks have passed since 
that memorable raid with the corps of private de- 
tectives, and, sofaras the public can judge, no 
steps have been yet taken to bring the offenders 
before the court to answer for their crimes. The 
community were led to believe that Mr. McKzon 
would, in this case, take measures which would en- 
able the disputed question of the efficacy of the 
lottery law to be settled once forall, but if he is 
to pursue his recent course of inactivity little or 
nothing will have been gained by the movement he 
instituted against them. Past experience has shown 
that the mere raiding of the dens of the dealers 
and the confiscation of their stock in trade will 
avail naught in putting a stop to their nefarious 
and harmful traffic. It issimply resumed, if any- 
thing, on a more extensive scale than before. 
What might be effective in purging the community 
of the tratiic is the determined and uncompromis- 
ing prosecution of the “ backers” ef the stores and 
all their satellites.

The various persons who have lately been 
brought to book for craftily incarcerating wealthy 
and eccentric relatives in asylums, as well as sup- 
posed lunatics who have been set free on a judicial 
inquiry into their sanity, will read with interest 
arecent English decision. The suit came before 
the Judicial Committee of the Privy Council, on 
appeal from courts in India. It was brought to 
recover damages for confining the plaintiff asa 
lunatic. The defendant was a military officer in 
general command over military cantonments at 
Lucknow. He did not deny having ordered a brief 
confinement of the complainant, but said in excuse 
therefor that as he was one day passing plaintiff’s 
residence he saw him behaving in a very strange 
and excited manner, and also was appealed to bya 
woman living opposite plaintiff, who was fright- 
ened by his actions, to give her some  pro- 
tection. He then made 
man whose antics were thus alarming the 
neighborhood, and, being told that he was 
probably crazy, ordered two medical officers to 
visit him and give their opinion. They reported 
him insane. The commandant then put the sup- 
posed lunatic undera guard of soldiers (unarmed 
ones) to prevent his doing harm. Absence of the 
proper magistrate led to his being kept under 
guard fortwo days, but on the mazgistrate’s re- 
tarn a formal official investigation was made, re- 
sulting ultimately in the patient's being pronounced 
sane. It seems that there was an Indian law un- 
der which a person behaving like a dangerous lua- 
natic may be arrested for examination and treat- 
ment, but the commandant did not follow the di- 
rections of this law; therefore it did not 
protect him. He was cast in damages 
by the Indian courts, and the Privy Coun- 
cil have confirmed the judgment. The 
Lords of the Privy Council hold that the gen- 
eral rules of law do not authorize the Police or a 
magistrate, still less a private person, on their be- 
lief that a man is dangerous by means of insanity, 
to place him in confinement until he can be exam- 
ined by doctors. Whoever does this takes the risk 
of being able to show that the arrested person 
really was dangerously insane, not merely that he 
was believed or suspected to be so. If there should 
be, however, astatute authorizing an inquiry, those 
who assume to institute one must proceed accord- 
ing to the statute. A law authorizing lunatics to 
be taken in charge in one way will not protect per- 
sons who proceed in another, however honest 
their belief ard purpose may be. 

Probably very few physicians would pre- 
scribe a pair of sSectacles for an obstinate case of 
sick headache. Yet a physician, writing in the 
Medical and Surgical Reporter, gives very plain 
reasons for his assertion that that is the remedy 
often most appropriate. He was himself a sufferer 
from frequent and severe sick headache. Feeling 
an attack approaching, he did not treat it with the 
accustomed chloride of sodium, but put three or 
four drops of a1 percent. solution of atropia in 
the eye which gave him most pain. In a few mo- 
ments he was entirely free from pain and nausea. 
His theory is that the pain in the eye is the cause, 
not the effect, of the stomachic disturbance which 
is usually the subject of treatment. But it must 
not be inferred that atropia so used will always 
have a similar effect. The doctor’s eye was astig- 
matic and hypermetropic. That is to say, it formed 
two images, and was long-sighted or old-sighted. 
The atropia dilated the pupil and put at rest the 
ciliary muscle, which was previously kept tense 
and tired through the effort of the brain thus to 
correct the defective vision. For a time 
this unnatural strain can be endured, but 
when the weariness becomes excessive then follows 
the explosive attack of headache. Thus is ex- 
plained the mysterious periodicity of the disease. 
Otherwise it is hard to understand why it often 
comes despite the greatest care of the stomach, 
and often goes under conditions—such as rest and 
darkness—which rest the eye, but cannot other- 
wise be connected with nausea. This theory also 
explains why advancing age often relieves those 
who have been the worst sufferers from this 
trouble. The old sight, which has been latent, be- 
comes manifest, glasses are used, and tho artifi- 
cially perfected vision easily accomplishes tasks 
which, during the period when the eyes were sup- 
posed to be better, would have produced sickness. 
The theory rests on a more substantial basis than 
that yet recorded. The doctor found that when. 
his eye was under the influence of atropia he 
could only see at twenty feet objects which were 
visibie to his natural eye at five times the distance. 
But his vision was normal under the former condi- 
tions, which apparently indicated a less powerful 
and perfect eye. Using glasses which produced 
the same effect as the drug, ne found himself per- 
fectly free from headache. Laying his glasses 
aside as an experiment, his headache promptly 
returned. A similar remedy also oured his sister, 
and the doctor’s iast lingering doubts that anti- 
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cians can cure some headacnes vetter than physt-| 
cians was finally removed. It is singular how per4 
fectly this independent observer’s views coincided 
with those set forth, on the authority of an emi; 
nent physician of this City, in the’recent sketch in 
Tue Times of how eyes cause disease. 
— 

One of the chief points of attraction fot 
strangers in New-York on Sundays is the striking 
edifice of the Church of the Disciples, at Madison.

Something more than the national] 
reputation which has attached itself to Dr. New 
MAN’S Dame causes the public to flock to the 
church in which he is now preaching. His sermons 
are calculated to interest and hold the attention of 
the sort of people who hear them, people who be: 
long to the best elements of the complex society in 
this overcrowded town. The preacher isa manof 
wide culture and undoubted eloquence, and is not 
to be classed for an instant among the ultra-sensa- 
tional pulpit orators. Dr. Newman began last Sun. 
day night a series of discourses, which will he con. 
tinued throughout the Winter, upon a subject the 
interest of which is likely to stiil further increase 
the attendance at the semicircular housq 
of worship. In his sermons on “The Seven 
Bibles of the World” the preacher aims 
to give due attention to the claims of the 
Koran, the Tri-pitikas of the Buddbists; 
the writings accepted as inspired by the Chinese, 
the Brahmin Vedas, the Book of the Dead of the 
Egyptians, and the Zendavesta of the Parsees as 
communieations to men from a Divine source, and 
to contrast them, according to his lights and thos¢ 
of all Christians, with the Old and New Testaments; 
The first sermon was devoted to the Koran, and 
the consideration of the writings of Mowamwrey 
will probably occupy several other Sunday evenings; 
Dr. Newman finds much to admire in the Koran, 
and it is needless to add that he finds more to con. 
demn. He blames Prof. Max Mutter for not stat 
ing plainly in his translation of the book, what Dr: 
Newman has reason to believe is true, that Monam- 
MED, during his early life as shepherd and as cara4 
van leader, had the acquaintance of rabbis of the 
Jewish Church, from whom he might have learned 
much of the writings of Moses and the prophets! 
That the future prophet of Allah also had abundant 
opportunity to learn the text of the four Gospels of 
Christianity the Doctor has no doubt. Monam- 
mED’s Bible, in his opinion, is largely made up from: 
the books of the Jews, and those of the Christians, 
including the apocryphal books of the New Testa< 
ment, from the writings of the Magi, which were 
well known in Arabia in the sixth century, and tha 
**Zendavesta” of Zoroaster. The remainder of it 
originated in the fertile and wonderful imogina- 
tion of its author. Mohammedanism, Dr. Newman 
frankly admits, is not dying out. Holding sway, 
over a vast empire, it retains its grip, and is the. 
rival of Christianity in aggressiveness. One hun- 
dred and twenty millions is. he thinks, a safe esti/ 
mate of the number of its believers. The heaver 
described in the Koran, in his qpinion, isa heaven 
that must be most attractive to the dweilers in ths 
parched deserts—a heaven of green foliage, bub- 
bling springs, with food close at hand, and comely. 
maidens to attend upon the saints. The hell of 
MoxuAMMED is a physical hell, where unbelievers. 
are broiled through all eternity. while Dr. Newman 
insists that the hel! of the Christian’s Bible is best 
described in the words Mitton puts into the mouth 
of Satan. The hell of the Christian belief, as Dri 
NEwMN interprets it, is with the sinner,

, AN OLD CHURCH’S STRUGGLE. 

‘THE EFFORTS OF THE ALLEN-STREET PRES- 
BYTERIANS TO KEEP THEIR ORGANIZA- 
TION ALIVE. 


Tho Allen-Street Presbyterian Church, one 
of the oldest churches in the denomination. has 
been in financial straits for several years. Like 
other down-town churches, it has been affected by 
the rapidly changing population. The construction 
of tne Second-avenue elevated railroad, which 
passes the door, threatens to become on Sundays a 
great annoyance, and may endanger the continu- 
ance of the church in that location, even if it can 
overcome its financial difficulties. The property 1s 
aonincumbered and is valued at $30.000; the ex- 
penses for five years past have averaged $3,163. of 
which 50 per cent. has been raisec by the congrega- 
tion, Its actual membership is 238. In the Home 
and Mission Sabbath-schools are 275 and 200 
scholars, respectively. On Monday. the Pastor, 
the Rev. George O. Phelps, tendered his resigna- 
tion to the Presbytery, after a n'ne years’ struggle, 
and last night the old friends of the church as- 
sembled in the iecture-room to talk over its future. 
Mr. Phelps said the Presbytery tried to do some- 
thing for the relief of the church to the extent of 
fg thorough disclosure of her financial weakness, 
the first paroxysm of sympathy resulting in a 
forced resolution on the eve of an annual meeting 
directing the Church Extension Committee to give 
the church $800. This proved abortive, and no ap- 
plication for aid having been made by_ the 
chureh, the effect was to unsettle confidence 
in the Presbytery and hazard the very resources 
on which they were depending to meet the yearly 
deficiency. Finaily the Trustees asked the Church 
Extension Committee for aid, ** which application, 
after eliciting all the facts in the case. even to the 
extent of testing the possibility of the union of the 
church with the Seventh Church—a strategi - con- 
ception, but impracticable—by repeated efforts, as 
though there could be any doubt remaining of our 
financial weakness, or that this was not a church 
of the New-York Presbytery, received no visible 
sign of recognition until the Presbytery interposed 
and directed the committee to raise funds and pay 
the Seventh and Allen-Street Churehes $1,500 each 
for repairs, and the same amount to supplement 
the Pastors’ salaries. Onlv $600 came to the latter 
church. Mr. Phelps said the issue was this: The 
ominous silence on the part of the Church 
Extension Committee, anit the virtuil refusal 
or utter disinclination on the part of the 
Presbytery to meet its recorded obiigations 
in two distinct instances.

There was ageneral feel- 
ing among the members present last night that 
the church, with a record of over three- 
score years, and _ settled as we. Jeo) in 
na densely populated part of the City not occupied 
by any other Presbyterian church, has urlimited 
opportunities for work. Although no definite plan 
was decided upon, a vote wus taken after an 
earnest debate that the church should continue 
in its present position, and the hope was exp: essed 
that in some way the friends of the church would 
help it to tide over its difficulties.

THE CITY REPUBLICANS. 
AN EFFORT TO CREATE HARMONY IN 
XXIlId DISTRICT. 


The Twenty-third Assembly District Repub- 
lican Assocation made an effort at its meeting in 
Harlem last evening to harmonize the discordant 
elements in the party in that district, and for the 
first time in many months it adopted a resolution 
unanimously. Donald McLean presided and ‘* Boss” 
Raymond wandered around the hall, which was 
densely crowded, but he did not speak upon any 
of the questions which arose during the session. 


A printed communication was read from the Twen- 
ty-first Assembly District Republican Association 
soliciting the co operation of the association in the 
Twenty-third District in securing an amendment 
to Article [X. of the constitution of the district 
nssociations striking out the clause _ requir- 
ing the person becoming a member to sup- 
port the Republican Party organization and to 
sustain its neminations. United States Commis- 
sioner Spooner offered a resolution approving the 
proposition and providing for the appointment of 
Ba committee of five to take action in connection 
with the matter. Tne motion was lost by a vote of 
126 to 143. Mr. Edward W. Bonynge said that 
it was ‘a well-known fact’ that among 
the members of the Twenty-third Assembly 
District Republican Association there had “ recent- 
ly been serious differences detrimental to the wel- 
fare of the party.”’ It was desirable, he said, that 
these differences should cease, and that as repre- 
sentatives of the largest Republican district in the 
City they should afford an example of unity and 
concord to their “ brethren throughout the City 
and State.” In ord@er te secure the full confidence 
and the hearty support of all friends of the 
asociation as well as to promote the dig- 
nity and wisdom of its political action, it 
was desirable that a ticket should be presented 
at its ensuing primary election which wouid 
**rivet together the various contending factions 
and insure the success of the association in the 
future.”” To secure this end Mr. Bonynge offered 
a resolution providing for the appointment of a 
Committee of Fifteen, comprising five members 
each from the Young Men's Republican Club, the 
Folger Club, and the district association, the 
committee to meet for the purpose of selecting 
candidates to he voted for at the primary 
election in December. There were a 
many “Young Republicans’’ in the hall, 
and they objected to so _ one-sided a 
conference, as they regarded the Folger Ciub and 
the district association as being identical. Mr. 
Bonynge protested against any intention of bury- 
ing the Young Men’s Republican Ciub by offering 
his resolution, and after many suggestions had 
been offered it was unanimously decided that a 
Conference Committee of Twenty should be ap- 
pointed, 10 of its members representing the Young 
Men’s Republican Club, and the other 10 to be ap- 
pointed ty the President of the association. The 
committee is to meet next Wednesday evening in 
Montefiore Hall, Harlem. and the result of its 
deliberations is to be reportea to the association at 
a special meeting. 

Ata meeting of the Second Assembly District 
Republican Association fast evening a committee 
Was appointed to try any charges that may be 
made against members of the association for not 
voting the reguiar ticket at the last election. 

The Republican Association of the Fourth As- 
sembly District met last evening at No. 165 East 
Broadway. Fifteen candidates for membership 
were admitted, and the meeting hurriedly ad- 
journed, as though the leaders were afraid that 
some motion for which they were not prepared 
might be sprung upon them. 
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VIOLATION OF THE ELECTION LAWS. 
, All those persons agai st whom indictments 
for alleged violations of the election law in the 
Eighth Assembly District have been found on evi- 
dence supplied by the District Attorney 
were arraigned before kecorder Smyth, 
in the General Sessions Court, yester- 


day. The defendants, who were represented 
by Messrs. Wilham F. Kintzing and John 
E. Brodsky, pleaded not guilty. No day was set 
for trial. Assistant District Attorney Requier 
called the case of Police Ofticer Tnomas Crystal, 
of the Tenth Precinct, charged with violation of 
the election law in having intimidated Edmund 
Kol), a fruit-dealer, by compelling him. under the 
threat of driving him from his stand, on the cor- 
ner of Hester and Ludlow streets, to vote in the 
Eighth Assembly District, at the election of 1881, a 
ticket other than that which he wished to. ‘fhe 
testimony did not support the charge, and the offi- 
cer was promptly acquitted. The next case was 
that of Officer Fuchs, of the Tenth Precinct, in- 
dicted for assault and batterv, in having, at the 
election held in November, 1881, assaulted Joseph 
G. Carpenter, who was Chairman of the County 
Democracy organization in the Eighth Assembly 
District. The evidence was contradictory, and the 
jury acquitted the accused officer. The Grand 
Jury dismissed the complaint against Fi lder Car- 
ter, a colored vendor, who was arrested on com- 
plaint of Peter Carley, of No. 164 West Twenty- 
fifth-street. The affidavit charged Carter with per- 
jury. in having denied under oath that he had re- 
ceived $2 for his vote last election day. The pris- 
wner was released by the Recorder.

THE VICTORIES OF PASTRY COOKS. 
VIEING WITH EACH OTHER'IN MARVELOUS 
STRUCTURES OF CONFECTIONERY. 

All the culinary talent and genius of the 
City was present in the Teutonia Assembly Rooms, 
in Third-avenue, last night, where the New-York 
Board of Pastry Cooks gave its grard annual! ball. 
In the apartment to the right of the dressing hall 
there was displayed upon a square of tables cov- 
ered with glossy damask samples of the achieve- 


ments of the members of the association which 
fairly raised cookery toa fine art. The first table 
supported two samples of the humbler manufacture 
oft e kivchen—two large loaves of bread, one a 
lain French loaf, eight feet long, and the other of 
rencn twist, 10 feet in extent. The former bore 
the card of a New-Haven cook, and the latter that 
of Philip Cramer, of the Fiith-Avenue Hotel. The 
other tables were crowded with fancy pastry and 
confectionery of every conceivable style and de- 
scription, most of which was manufactured by the 
chief cooks of the different hotels. There were 
fruit cakes ornamented with life-like and life-size 
fruits in colored sugars: candy castles on the peaks 
of taffy mountains, with sugar deer grazing below 
on green confectionery foliage; wonderful and in- 
tricately conceived pyramids of colored sugar; 
landscapes done in confectionery, and a bun- 
dred and one other designs of the same 
character. One of the finest pieces of fancy 
work was that done by Peter Greyer, of 
the Windsor Hotel. a cook of half a century’s 
standing. The design was a pure white horse- 
shoe, which was studded with silver nails of en- 
ameled sugar, and was otherwise adorned with in- 
tricate ornamentation of white sugar. ‘Ihe curve 
of the horse-shoe contained a large cluster of 
Malaga. grapes, which was a_ perfect imita- 
tion of nature. When complimented upon his 
work Mr. Geyer affected indifference to its 
merits. He shrugged his shoulders and said: ‘* Of 
course, we do the best work in the best hotel.” 
Another, horseshoe design was the work of Schall 
& Co., of Barclay-street. It represented a perpen- 
dicular horseshoe of white sugar; in the arch a 
silver marriaze-bell was hung, beneath which a 
bridal couple stood. A unique group was a cats’ 
party in white sugar, in which was represented a 
group of cats at a dinner-table, others wandering 
arm in arm in a_sugar-grove, in which 
still others lounged about in various attitudes. 
There was a fancy basket and cover ail of lacquered 
work in white sugar, which was the work of 
Charles Rathhart. At 10 o'clock the band in the 
ball-room struck up a merry tune, and the 200 
cooks and bakers seized each his wife, bis daughter, 
his mother-in-law, or his sweetheart and was 
whirled into the mazes of a waltz, which was fol- 
lowed by a quadrilie and a polka, and by another 
waltz, and more polkas and quadrilles. At mid- 
night the dancing was stopped long enough to ad- 
journ to the room below, where long rows of 
tables were spread with delicacies of expert manu- 
facture, and where each baker and cook, to a man, 
proved himself appreciative as well as creative.

BAPTIST CHURCH LIFE. 
A GENERAL DISCUSSION ON THE SPIRITUAL 
NEEDS OF THE DENOMINATION, 

A general meeting of Baptists, for the dis- 
cussion of current questions, was opened yesterday 
in the First Baptist Church, in Pierrepont-street, 
Brooklyn. The Rev. Dr. George Boardman, of the 
First Baptist Church of Philadelphia, presided. 
The business cf the session then began with 
the reading of a paper on “Race 


and Religion on the American Continent.” 
by the Hon. J. M. Hoyt, of Cleveland, Ohio. Mr. 
Heyt drew a hopeful augury of the future relig- 
ious life in this country from the cosmopolitan 
character of the people here commingled. The 
paper was followed by an address on the same sub- 
ject by E. G. Robinson, President of Brown Uni- 
versity, Providence. A paper on ** The Economies 
of Foreign Missionary Effort’? was read by the Rev. 
George E. Merrill, of Salem, Mass., and was fol- 
lowed by an address on the same subject by the 
| Rev. A. H. Strong, of Rochester, N. Y. The evening 
session was devoted to the diseussion of thegsubject 
“The Church and the Children,” upon which a 
paper was read by the Rev. A. J. Sage, of Hart- 
ford, Conn. This was foil wed by addresses by 
the Rev, John Humpstone, of Albany, and by Prof. 
A. E. Waffle, of Lewisburg, Penn. The latter said 
that the proper training of children was the great- 
est work to be accomplished by the present gener- 
ation. This might seem an exaggerated statement, 
but it the present children were really properly 
brought up it would exert such an influence 
upon the succeeding generation that the 
millennium would be pretty near at hand. 
Children should be trained to going to 
churen in such a way that going to church would 
cease to be to them a debatable question and 
would become a matter of course. If this rule had 
been followed out it would not be possible to say 
what can now be said, that nine out of ten of the 
young men of Brooklyn, **the ‘‘itv of Churches,” 
did not belong to any religious denomination. 
Prof. Waftle was followed by the Rev. R. 8, Mac- 
Arthur, of the Calvary Baptist Church, this City, 
who said that he did not believe in sermons 
being delivered to any special class of people, 
such as children, or young men, women, or oid 
people. No sermon could be considered a success 
unless some portion of it reached the brain and 
touched the heart of any person, be it a man ora 
woman, a child or adult. Mr. MacArthur’s re- 
marks were followed by brief addresses on the 
same subject by the Rev. P. S. Maxom and J. C, 
Wynn. The meeting will be continued this after- 
noon and evening and will conclude to-morrow 


night.

EFFORTS OF THE COMMITTEE TO RAISE 
FUNDS FOR ITS ERECTION. 

Another meeting of the committee which has 
in charge the perfection of the arrangements for 
the erection of the Bartholdi statue of Liberty on 
Bedloe’s Island was held in the Union League Club-

Pp. Avery, Parke Godwin, John Jay, and 
Clark Bell. It was resolved to hold a meeting in 
the Academy ot Siusic on the 28th inst. for the pur- 
pose of enlisting public sympathy and receiving 
subscriptions to the fund nevessary to Cefray the 
expenses of the work, William M. Evarts will pre- 
side, and ex-Lieut.-Gov. Dorsheimer. Joseph H. 
Choate, Dr, Richard S. Storrs, Dr. Henry C. Potter, 
andthe Rev. Robert Collyer have agreed to be 
present and speak. The list of speakers will prob- 
ably include the names of other well-known gentle- 
men. President Arthur and his Cabinet, Gen. 
Grant, Gen. Sherman, Gen. Sheridan, Gen. Han- 
cock, Gov. Cornell, Governor-eiect Cleveland, 
and the Governors of neighboring States have been 
invited to be present and will probably accept the 
invitation. Conditional subscriptions to the amount 
of $100,000 have been already secured, and it is de- 
sired to raise at least $150,000 more. Messrs. Abbey, 
Palmer, Mallory, and Wallack have signified a 
readiness to give special theatrical performances, 
toe proceeds of which shall be added to the fund. 
The monster figure which it is proposed to erect is 
now approaching completion in France, and will 
be ready for shipment to this country next Sum- 
mer. Itisthe gift of the French people to this 
country, and the committee hope that Americans 
will feel pride enough to give it the recognition it 
deserves. The statue, which will be about 148 feet 
in height, will stand on a pedestal of granite of 
equal height. The torch or light which will be 
held inthe uplifted hand will be about 809 feet 
ahove tide-water, or 22 feet higher than the top of 
the Brooklyn bridge towers.

W. W. STORY ON MICHAEL ANGELO. 
The large hall of the Long Island Historical

Of course, it 
was impossible for either the Symphony or the Or- 
atorio Society to engage the hal! under such con- 
ditions, and they were simply forced to go to the 
Academy of Music. I may add, en passant, that 
the New-York Chorus Society now announces 
three matinées, for Dee. 15, Feb. 16, and April 13, 
respectively. The arrearage of which Mr. Stein- 
way speaks consists of an overcharge for rent made 
by Messrs. Steinway & Sons, for which the Sym- 
phony Society is in no_ way liable; the amount 
properly due is now and always has been at their 
disposal upon their signing a receipt for the same, 
of which they are fully aware. The correspondence 
on this point is explicit, and admits of no misunder- 
standing. Permit me to say, in conciusion, that the 
musical public of New-York has fully demonstrated 
its desire and capacity to support two orchestras, 
and that it is in the public interest that both should 
have fair play. This is all that the Symphony 
Society ask, and they hope to have secured it for

PHILHARMONIC CLUB CONCERT. 

Attention has been drawn in former seasons 
to the excellence of the Philharmonic Club. There 
have been repeated attempts to establish chamber 
music concerts in this City on a firm basis, but none 
of the companies have shown so many evidences of 
vitality and have deserved success so well as_ this 
organization. The proof of this was evident last 
night at Chickering Hall in the attendance at the 
first concert of the season. The house was filled 
An every part with a most distinguished and cul- 
tured audience—such a collection of appreciative 
gentlemen and ladies as is seldom seen. The club 
consists of Sr. Richard Arnold.the first violin, who is 
Facile princeps among his fellow-artists; Mr. Rich- 
ter, second violin; Mr. Gramm, viola; Mr. Eugene 
Weiner, flute, (by all odas the best flutist in this 
country;) Mr. Charles Werner, violoncellist, 
and Mr. Kalkhof, double bass. In addition, 
last night Messrs. Boehm and Pieper, clario- 
net and horn, respectively, assisted in the 
final number of the programme. The playing 
of the club gave the utmost satisfaction and well 
deserved the applause it received. Haydn's quar- 
tet in D major, for strings, was exquisitely per- 
formed. The minuetto would have deserved an 
encore from any audience of experienced musi- 
cians, for the perfection with which it was given 
was remarkable. The rest of the programme in 
which the club took part was hardly Jess merito- 
rious. A specialitem of interest in the arrange- 
ment of the concert was the production 
of the works of resident composers—Mr. 
Jonas, of Chicago, and Mr. Frederick Brandeis, 
of this City. Mr. Jonas has written a “‘Serenata 
alla Mauresque,”’ which won much applause for its 
intrinsic merits, and Mr. Brandeis, in his ‘*‘ Album 
Blatt,” showed how good a musician he is and 
how thorough his study has been. His composi- 
tion is very graceful in its arrangement and 
was beautifully played by the club. It is 
a special pleasure to note the fact that 
the Philharmonic Club enters upon its work 
in the generous spirit of encouragement to our 
own composers, who will be incited to extra 
effort when they find an organization of high 
character ready to give them’ an opportunity to 
be heard. Mr. Holt Hansen sang three times. His 
voice is not of agreeabie quality. and it is difficult 
to see why he should have been accorded any 
such rank as managers have apparently given him. 
He sang Schubert's “Am Meer”? very poorly, 
and phrased it in the manner of an unin- 
structed amateur. Next to the finished perform- 
ance of the Haydn quartet above mentioned, 
the octet of Rubinstein, op. 9 in D major, was 
of remarkable excellence, and though not as thor- 
oughly weil performed was the piéce de résistance. 
It was not characterized by the delicacy of the 
quartet, but there was a dash and spirit in it that 
was irresistible, and much of this was due to the 
piano playing of Mme. Madeline Schiller. The oc- 
tet has been before given by the club, with Mr. 
Franz Rummel at the piano, and although this 
artist is by no means to be passed by, Mme. 
Schiller played the piano part with so much 
power, musical taste, and refinement that 
the verdict of the audience must have been that 
the work was presented in amore brilliant man- 
ner than has ever before been offered to the at- 
tendants of these concerts. Mme. Schiller’s well- 
known powers as an artist need no further notice, 
She gave her part of the octet with masculine 
vigor and feminine delicacy. The club was efficient 
in sustaining her brilliant performance, and the 
result was a memorable event in the current series 
of chamber music concerts. The management of 
the Philharmonic Club announce that they have 
engaged Heinrich Hoffmann to write a sextet for 
them which they will produce at their next concert, 
Dec. 19.

STEINWAY HALL. 

Mr. Miguel Castellanos, a young pianist who 
comes to New-York as a graduate of the Paris and 
Stuttgart Conservatories, gave his first matinée at 
Steinway Hall yesterday afternoon. The audienee 
was very large and contained an unusual propor- 
tion of musicians. Mr. Castellanos gave the 
impression that he is of native musical 
talent, which has been improved by care- 
ful study and good instruction. His touch 
is firm, his style is admirable, and he showed 
appreciation alike in the conception and perform- 
ance of the works he presented yesterday. His 
programme included Schumann’s G minor Sonata, 
Chopin’s E flat Andante and Polonaise, Bach's A 
minor Prelude and Fugue, and selections from 
Mendelssohn, Rubinstein, and fTausig. He 
was received with cordial approval, and 
may be said to have scored a_ successful 
first appearance. Mr.  Hasselbrink, violin- 
ist, played with his accustomed skill, and 
Mr. Morawski, who is one of the best bassos on 
the local concert stage, sang exceedingly well. It 
is seldom that an unknown pianist succeeds in mak- 
ing so favorable an impression as Mr. Castellanos 
did yesterday afternoon. His further appearance 
will be an interesting event of the musical season. 

In the evening at this same hall Miss Nina Buhl- 
meyer, whois a pupil of Mr. W. F. Mills, gavea 
concert, assisted by Miss Louise D. Reynolds, 
soprano: Miss Annie Lerkie, mezzo-soprano; Mr. 
Oscar Steins, baritone; Mr. Caulfield, organist; Mr. 
Greenhalgh, conductor, and Mr. W. F. Mills. The 
audience was large and of the best character. 
Miss Buhlmeyer proved herself to bea promising 
yourg artist, and played at times with spirit. 
It is not worth while to indulge in idle 
flattery of the young lady or to claim any- 
thing more for her than she probably claims for 
herself as an earnest musical student. Miss Louise 
Reynolds sang the cavatina, ‘‘ Ah forse lui,”’ from 
“Traviata,’’ and sang it as well as she could be ex- 
pected to do under the circumstances. But is it 
not time to enter a protest against the introduction 
on the concert stage of such fragments of operas? 
There are hundreds—possiblv thousands—of songs 
written for concert singers by Schubert, Schumann, 
Mendelssohn, the old British composers, and 
Robert Franz,and all the modern school of writers, 
both in this country andin Europe. Their compo- 
sitions are good of their kind, and the fatuity that 
leads concert singers to attempt cavatinas that de- 
mand scenery, costume, dramatic action, and or- 
chestra, and give them on a bare stage, with piano 
accompaniment, cannot be too heartily condemned. 
It is not worth while to make mention of such per- 
formances except to speak of them with contempt. 
Areform in the direction indicated would be a 
great relief to the musical public.

DR. SAMUEL WHITE THAYER. 

Dr. Samuel White Thayer, a well-known 
and highly esteemed physician, died ut his home in 
Burlington, Vt., yesterday, after a protracted and 
painful illness, of blood poisoning. Dr. Thayer was 
born in Braintree, Vt., May 21,1817. His parents 
were descendants of early New-England settlers, 
who emigrated from Wales about 1630. After re- 
ceiving a fair academic education at Thetford, Vt., 
young Thayer was sent to the Vermont Medical 
College at Woodstock, from which he graduated in 
1838. He settled in Woodstock and built up an ex- 
cellent practice. In 1840 he removed to Northfield, 
Vt., and in 1853 he went to Burlington, which place 
has been his home ever since, although his active pro- 
fessional life necessitated his residing for brief per- 
iodsin various other partsofthecountry. His spec- 
ially was surgery, and his reputation in that particu- 
lar science was very bigh. He was successful in mary 
extremely delicate and difficult operations. In 1854 
he was made Professor of the Theory and Practice 
of Medicine in the Medical Department of the Uni- 
versity of Vermont, a department organized the 
year before by himself. Subsequently Dr. Thayer 
was appointed by the Trustees of this college 
Professor of Anatomy, Physiology, and Surgery, 
and Professor of General and Special Anatomy. 
From 1859 to the time of his death he held the posi- 
tion of Emeritus Professor of Anatomy. During 
the war Dr. Thayer was Surgeon-General of Ver- 
mont and Assistant Surgeon of the Unitea States 
Volunteers, in charge of Baxter General Hospital. 
As Surgeon-General of his native State he person- 
ally examined the medical staffs of al! the Vermont 
regiments. At the close of the war he was bre- 
veted Captain. Dr. Thayer was the organizer of 
the medical department of the Northern Pacific 
Railroad, and he was the Director of that depart- 
ment for four years. He was 4 member of a score 
or more of influential medical and scientific organi- 
zations, among which were the American Medical 
Assoviation, the Vermont and Chittenden County 
Medical Societies, the Burlington Medical and Sur- 
gical Club, the American Scientific Association, the 
California S ate Medical Society, the Minnesota 
State Medical Society, the New-England Historical 
and Genealogical Society, and the Maryland His- 
torical Society. He was also an honorary mem- 
ber of the New-York State Medical Society, In 
January, 1841, Dr. Thayer married Sarah L. Pratt, 
daughter of John A. Pratt, of Woodstock, Vt. His 
widow and one son, Dr. Charles P. Thayer, of Bos- 
ton, survive him.

SIR ANDREW BOCHANAN. 

A dispatch from London announces the 
death of the Right Hon. Sir Andrew Buchanan, 
G. C. B., the well-known diplomatist. Sir Andrew 


was born in 1807, and was the only son of James 
Buchanan, of Craigend Castile, County Stirling, and 
a grandson of the Earl of Caithness. He entered 
the diplomatic service in 1825, and, rising 
by the ordinary steps of promotion, he became 
Chargé d’Affaires at Florence in 1842 and after: 
ward at St. Petersburg. He was appointed Minis- 
ter Plenipotentiary to Switzerland in 1852, and the 
followiug year he was transferred to Copenhagen 
as Envoy Extraordinary. In 1858 he filled the same 
office in Spain, and in 1860 he was transferred to The 
Hague. He became Ambassadorat Berlin in 1862, 
and in the following year he was made a Privy 
councilor. In the Fall of 1864 Sir Andrew went 
to St. Petersburg as Ambassador, remaining there 
until 1871, when he succeeded Lord Bloomfield in 
Vienna. He was recalled fr m Vienna in January, 
1878, Sir Henry Elliott being his successor.

THE LONG STRUGGLE FOR THE OFFICE— 
WHAT THE COUNCIL DID LAST NIGHT, 

The position of City Clerk of Hoboken, N. 
J., which has been vacant since May last, when 
Leon H. Kendrick, who then held the office, re- 
signed to become Postmaster, was last night filled 
by the Common Council. The Council is com- 
posed of four Democrats and four Republi- 
cans, and at every meeting since Mr. Ken- 
drick resigned an _ effort was made to 
elect his successor. The principal candidates 
for the office were Martin B. McDermott, Samuel 
Crissey, and Assistant City Clerk Charles Miller. 
McDermott and Crissey are Democrats, and they 
divided the votes of the Democratic members. Mr. 
Miller, who is a Republican and son of the Presi- 
dent of the Council, always received the votes of 
the tour Republican members, At last night’s 
meeting Councilman Grassman, one of the Repub- 
lican members, was absent—by agreement with the 
Democrats, it is alleged. After the routine business 
had been got through with one of the Democratic 
members moved to go into the election for a 
City Clerk. Before putting the motion President 
Miller stated that it would require five votes to 
elect, and gave the Democratic members to under- 
stand that if they did not take the same view of 
the matter they would get themselves into trouble. 
Councilman Miller, MoDermott’s warmest  sup- 
porter in the board, said that the majority 
of the members present was only necessary. 
The metion was then put and McDermott 
received 4 votes and Miller 3. President Miller re- 
fused to declare McDermott elected, and, putting 
on his hat, left the room. He was followed by 
Councilman Stein. The remaining five members 
elected Councilman Kaufman temporary Chair- 
man, and another ballot for City Clerk was taken. 
The vote stood 4 for McDermott and 1 for Milier, 
and the Chairman declared McDermott elected. 
Mayor Besson will refuse to give McDermott the 
oath of office, and a lively time is anticipated.

DRESSED BEEF AND LIVE CATTLE. 


THE RUMORS OF ANY OPPOSITION ENTER- 
PRISE OF EASTERN CATTLE MEN DENIED. 
Ever since the introduction of refrigerator 

beef into this market there have been rumors of 

combinations among the live-cattle men of the 

East and West to ruin the dressed-beef dealers. 

On Saturday last a dispatch from Albany was pub- 

lished, in which it was asserted that the leading 

dealers in live cattle had formed a company for the 
transportation of dressed beef in refrigerator cars, 
and tbat they proposed to begin a war of prices 
with the men who started the dressed-beef busi- 


ness and drive them out of the market by under- 
selling them. A fabulous amnunt of capital was 
said to be behind this new company, whicu was to 
make the dressed-beef business so unprofitable that 
it would soon give wav in favor of the live-cattle 
men. Yesterday a Chicago dispatch announced 
that Mr. Vanderbilt and the other magnates of 
the trunk lines from the West had joined the 
cattle menin their scheme to break down the 
trafiic in dressed beef in the East, and that 
the plan was to increase the freight rates on 
refrigerator beef to such an extent that the article 
could not profitably comnete with beef slaughtered 
in this City. John B. Dutcher, who was said in the 
dispatch to have a large fortune invested in the 
cattle business, and T. C. Eastman, of this City, 
were mentioned as being interested in this scheme 
to ruin the business of the Chicago men, and 
W. H. Vanderbilt was said to be behind them in 
the project. A Tres reporter saw John B, Dutch- 
er last evening, and had along conversation with 
him in regard to the subject of dressed beef and 
the efforts which are presumably being made to 
drive it from this market. Tothe question wheth r 
he knew of the formationof any company forthe 
purpose of ruining the business by underselling the 
men now engaged in it, Mr. Dutcher said: 

‘* While I was in Kentucky last week, in compa- 
ny with T. C. Eastman,I saw an Albany dispatch 
announcing that a company for the purpose which 
you have mentioned had been formed. Mr. East- 
man’s wame was printed as one of the incorpo- 
rators or partners. It wasapiece of news to me, 
and I think I may say it was news to Mr. Eastman, 
for had he been engaged in any such ascheme I 
am confident uhat I should have knownit. Let 
me say to you right here that there is more talk of 
criving out the dressed-beef men in the news- 
papers than anywhere else. The people engaged 
in the business are trying to force their beef on 
the people, and one of their plans for doing it is 
to create a sensation in the public prints if 
they can. Inevery placo where live cattle have 
been driven out of the market these people 
put on the screws, and make consumers pay what- 
ever price they please for their beef. Thev havea 
monopoly of New-England, and now they are try- 
ing to secure a monopoly here, and in order to 
manufacture public sentiment in their favor they 
are raising this hue and cry of intended persecu- 
tion on the part of the live-cattle men. There is 
no truth in the story whatever. No company to 
undersell these men in their own business has 
been formed, and, so far as I know, no such 
company has been projected. The _ beef 
shipped in the refrigerator cars is an inferior 
article, and cannot come into serious competition 
with the beef slaughtered here. The impression 
has become very wide-spread that this refrigerator 
beef has been the means of reducing the price of 
the beef killed here. This is an entirely false im- 
pression. At this season of the year the number 
of cattle brought to the East is much larger than 
it is during the Summer. The supply being greater, 
the price, of course, is cheaper per pound. The 
fact that dressed beef is brought here in retrigera- 
tor cars has very little, if any, influence on the mar- 
ket for prime beef killed and dressed here.”’ 

“Is there any truth in the report that the rail- 
roads are preparing to raise the rates of freight on 
dressed beef ?”’ 

“So far as I know, and I am in a position to 
know something about the matter, there is no in- 
tention on the part of the railroads to increase the 
rates of freight on dressed beef. If the railroads 
did this, however, they wouid only be doing justice 
A refrigerator car weighs about 
35.000 pounds, while the live stock cars weigh only 
from 19,000 to 20,000 pounds. The live stock cars 


| generally carry a load back to the West of coal, 


coke, or some other freight, while the refrigerator 
cars generally go back empty. In addition to this, 
from two to four tons of ice are usually carried 
on the refrigerator cars, and you can readily 
see that if the railroads should increase the 
rates on dressed beef there could be no just 
cause of complaint. The disposition of the 
railroad companies, so far as I understand it, 
however, is to act tairly by both branches of the 
trade and to oppress neitherone. To place them 
on an equality, though, the rates on dressed beef 
are necessarily greater than those on live cattle. 
The rates now are 40 cents per hundred pounds 
on live cattle and 60 cents on dressed beef. The 
difference between the two is not large enough to 
place the dealers on an equality, but, as I under- 
stand it, there is no disposition to raise the rates on 
refrigerator beef unless a corresponding advance 
is made in the rates forlivecattle. At the meeting 
of the Joint Executive Committee, which is now in 
session, a proposition to transter the dressed beef 
business to the live stock poolisto be discussed, 
and this fact has probably given rise to the report 
that an attempt is to be made to advance the rates 
on refrigerator beef. What the live cattle men in- 
sist on, and all that they insist on, is that dressed 
beef shall be weighed before it starts on its jour- 
ney eastward, the same as our live cattle are 
weighed, and that freight shall be paid on actual 
weight. Every steer has been driven across the 
scales before he is placed inastock car, but the 
dressed beef has been accepted on bills of lading 
without being weighed, and the shippers have 
packed tongues, and even the tails of cows, in the 
refrigerator cars. All that the live cattle men 
demand is that the dressed beef men shall be 
charged freight for the weight actually carried. 
They do not demand an increase of rates, nor dol 
believe that the railroads have any idea of making 
an advance, although they would be perfectly jus- 
tified in doing so. The dressed meat men,” said 
Mr. Dutcher in conclusion, “are making a great 
deal of talk about the live cattle business being in 
the hands of a monopoly. The fact is that there 
is no business so thoroughly open to competition. 
It is distributed among a number of Cealers, from 
large capitalists to men of small means. If the 
dressed beef business ever gets a fair start in the 
East it will become one of the greatest monopolies 
ever known in this country, from the simple fact 
that it requires a large capital to conduct it, and 
no smali dealer can engage in it.”

THE {ILLINOIS EPISCOPAL PROV'NCE. 
CuHIcAGo, Nov. 14.—The Federate Council of 
the Episcopal Province of Illinois met to-day in the 
Cathedral of Saints Peter and Paul, with clerical 
and lay delegates present from each of the 
three dioceses in the State. The Right 
Rev. Alexander Burgess, Bishop of Quincy 
and Primus of the province, celebrated 
the holy communion and presided. Bishops Me- 
Laren, of Illinois, and Seymour, of Springfield, 
were also present. It was decided to hold a church 
congress in Chicago the coming year. Financial 
measures were taken in aid of provincial insti- 
tutions. At night, after a full choral ser- 
vice, Bishop McLaren delivered an address on 
the signs of the great approaching triumphs for 
the ancient church of the Anglo-Saxon race. 
Bishop Burgess also spoke, as did the Rev. Dr.

The eyes of the whole American 
Church were fixed on the Illinois Province, and the 
first to be formed in the United States could no 
longer be called an experiment.

PENSACOLA, Fla., Nov. 14.—No new cases of 
vellow fever and no deaths were reported to-day, 
the first time this has happened since Sept. 3.

No apprehen- 
sion is felt now, except that the absentees may re- 
turn before the seeds of the infection are eradi- 
cated, and thus cause a renewal of the trouble. The 
authorities at Montgomery have so far modified 
their quarantine as to permit a lady to-day to pass 
from Oakfield, near Pensacola, through Mont- 
gomery to Atlanta.

FiNISHED BOOK. 

QTE SUIT OF SAMUEL WILKESON, BASED UPON 
THE CONTRACT TO WRITE ‘‘ THE LIFE OF 
JESUS THE CHRIST,’’ BEGUN—THE His- 
TORY OF THE CASE AS TOLD IN COURT. 

_ After futile negotiations, covering a period 

pf over a dozen years, litigation has fairly begun 

over that celebrated work, ‘* The Life of Jesus the 

Christ.” which, according to the sententiovs Mr, 

Samuel Wilkeson, one of its publishers, was 

**knocked higher than a kite” by the failure of Sts 

nuthor, the Rev. Henry Ward Beecher, to furnish 

the manuscript necessary for its completion. Mir. 

Wiikeson began his suit for damages for breach of 

contract yesterday, before Jucge Barrett, in the 

Supreme Court, Part U1. Mr. Wilkeson himself was 

bot present during the proceedings. He was rep- 

resented by counsel in the person of Mr, Thorndike 

Sanders. Mr. Beecher came in soon after the case 

was called and the jurors had settled into their 

seats, and took a seat at the end of the long table 
that is reserved for the use of the lawyers. At 
first he devoted himself to inspecting the 12 jurors. 

Then he settled down to writing an artiele for one 

of the religious weeklies, in which occupation he 

was still busily engaged when the crier announced 
the adjournment of the court torthe day. Half of 
the jurors had German names and German faces. 

There were three among them who wore glasses, 

rn fourth who chewed meditatively upon a tooth- 

pick, and two who dropped off into occasional dozes 
and then affected an air of consciousness of 
everything that was in progress about them 
when they suddenly recovered themselves, 
Five of the jurors were quite young, five 


Were somewhat advanced in life, and the two 
others bad gray hairs, showing their boyhood to 
buve been contempuraneous with that of the silvery 
headed defendant. Mr. Beecher’s principal lawyer 
was Mr. Thomas G. Shearman. His son, Col. Wil- 
liam C. Beecher, aided Mr. Shearman, and the twain 
were reinforced by a young gentleman, evidently 
a clerk in Mr. Shearman’s office, who had many of 
the characteristics ot kis employer. He wore gold 
' bowed spectacles, and a beard that was very much 
like Mr. Shesrman’s. His upper lip was smooth- 
shaven and determined like Mr. Shearman’s. The 
game wrinkles that formed upon Mr. Shearman’s 
forehead at times appeared upon his, and he pos- 
sessed the faculty of looking quite as tearful as Mr. 
Shearman in his most tearful mood. He busied 
himself chiefy in following the objections made 
by Mr. Beecher's celebrated pleader, and in ob- 
perving that the stenographer made a note of them 
Rs weil. 

In opening the case Mr. Sanders briefly summar- 
Ized the points of the action against Mr. Beecher. 
It was, he said, a very simple case, and one that 
would attract no particular note were it not for 
tne prominence of the parties engaged in it. In 
1867 Mr. Beecher contracted to write forthe pub- 
lishing house of John B. Ford & Co. a lite of 
Christ, which was to be completed within 18 months 
of the signiug of the contract. He agreed to give 
the firm the exclusive right to publish it, they in 
return to pay him $10,000, and after thata royalty 
upon every copy that was sold. One of the ques- 
tions now involved was whether this was a reason- 
able period iu which Mr. Beecher was bound to 
complete bis work. It was proposed by the plain- 
tiff to prove that it was. The firm, continued Mr. 
Sanders, made every arrangement for bringing the 
pr. posed work before the public, and for creating 
a furor inits favor. Artists, engravers, Map-mak- 
ers, printers, all were engayed, offices were 
hired, Mr. Beecher was paid his $10,000, 
and then the firm sat down and wait- 
ed for the manuscript. Notwithstanding 
that every infiuence was brought to bear upon Mr. 
Beecher to induce him to hasten his work, it was 
not until 1871 that the first installment of the pub- 
lication was ready to be issued. In the meantime 
public interest in t had very much died out, and 
the process of re-establishing it in publie favor had 
largely to be gone over again. Damages were now 
claimed in part for the expense incurred therefor. 
Instead of publishing the work in one yolume two 
‘Were now agreed upon. About 30,000 volumes of 
Part I. were published and sold. Of Part IL. 
only a portion of the manuscript had ever been re- 
ceived bythe firm. Damages were demanded now 
not only for the expenses incurred in the prepara- 
tion of the work, but also for the loss of prospec- 
tive profits, a total sum Mr. Samders estimated at 
about $68,000. 

Mr. Shearman was prompt to move to dismiss the 
complaint on the grouad that it was defective. It 
did not, he maintained, contain any allegation 
that the publishers had complied with all the con- 
ditions that they had bound themselves to fulfill. 
It failed to embody any account that had been ren- 
dered of the books disposed of, and upon which 
Mr. Beecher was to receive a royalty, and there 
were other defects in it. Mr. Sanders asserted that 
forall practical purposes the complaint was com- 
plete enough. It might, however, require to be 
amended as tothe amount of damages. “ But,” 
said Mr. Shearman, “the royalty actually paid was 
more thar the $1,000 you have specified, and yet is 
short of the amount agreed upon. The fact of it is 
that the royalty never was paid as originally 
Bgreed.”’ Judge Barrett thought the complaint 
was good enough and ordered the case to proceed. 
Mr. Shearman took his first exception, declaring 
with emphasis that there was no allegation what- 
ever that any demands that had been made upon 
the defendant had been met with a refusal, or that 
that there was anything to show that the author 
was not willing to go on and finish his work if de- 
sired to do so. 

Yhe contract between the firm of which Mr. 
Wilkeson wasamemberand Mr. Beecher was put 
in evidence. It was dated Dec. 26, 1867, and in it 
Mr. Beecher agreed to write a book of not less than 
800 pages and “to use his best exertions to deliver 
it in 18 months from date.” The firm agreed to 
= it in good style, in about 25 parts or num- 

ers and alsoin volume form. A royalty of 30 
cents per quarto volume, of 20 cents per octavo 
volume, and of 1 1-5 cents for each part or number 
Was to be paid to Mr. Beecher, accounts of sales to 
be rendered him every six months, and as addition- 
4l compensation the sum of $10,000 was to be paid 
him before the ist of January, 1868. The copy- 
right was to belong exclusively to Mr. Beecher, 
the right to publish exclusively to J. B. Ford & Co., 
andif Mr. Beecher at any time desired to dispese 
of his interest in the publication the firm was to 
have the first right of purchasing the same. Sey- 
eral documents were introduced by Mr. Sanders to 
show how it is that Mr. Wilkeson is entitled to ap- 
pear as plaintiff in this case. Mr. Shearman contest- 
ing every inch of ground over which Mr. Sanders 
attempted totravel, and taking numerous excep- 
tions at every step of the proceedings. The history 
told by these copartnership agreements and 
notices of assignments can be briefly told. 
Mr. Wilkeson was a member of the orig- 
inal firm of J. B. Ford & Co.. and_had 
for associates John B. Ford, Edward Lloyd Ford, 
John R. Howard and John H. Puliston. Mr. Pulis- 
ton retired in Muareh, 1870, and Mr. A. K. P. Welch 
camein. His death compelled a reorganization in 
November, 1871, and thereafter and until the firm 
went into bankruptcy it comprised the two Fords, 
Mr. Wilkeson, and Mr. Howard. In 1877 an assign- 
ment was made in behalf of their creditors to Wil- 
liam H. Ritter, who sold out to his father-in-law, 
Albert H. Wright. Mr. Wilkeson. who appears to 
have had all along an abiding faith in “ The Life of 
Christ,” bought from Mr. Wright, for $1,000, the 
right, title. ana interest to all things which the firm 
of J. B. Ford & Co. bad originally possessed, and is 
now the sole possessor of what appears to be a 
very large elephant. After having concluded 
these preliminaries and gotten a large mass 
of material before the court, Mr. Sandes 
called for the originals of letters which had 
passed between the firm and Mr. Beecher. Only 
one of these, which was dated Sept. 6, 1869, could 
Mr. Shearman produce. In this his publishers 
urged him not to write against space, the same as 
Congressmen talked against time, just to fill up. 
On the other hand they begged him not to cramp 
himself, and expressed delight that the cross which 
he had taken up (the labor of preparing the work) 
Was proving such a joytohim. They asked him 
giso if he thought Storrs (Richard S. Storrs, D. D.,) 
could be secured to write for their weekly news- 

aper, and udded that ‘‘ a smail lift” of any kind 

rom the Plymouth Pastor would aid their strug- 
giing paper. 

Mr. John R. Howard, a member of the suspended 
firm, was cailed as the first witness. He testified 
that from Jan. 1, 1872, to Nov. 5, 1877, 29,555 copies 
of the first volume of *‘The Lite of Jesus the 
Qhrist’”’? were sold. He detuiled the steps that 
were taken to get the book upon the market and 
readily identified the prospectus with which agents 
who desired to canvas for subscribers were fur- 
nished. 

“This is where the names of subscribers were 
written,”” explained Mr. Sanders to Shearman, 
pointing out the leaves appropriated for the pur- 

ose. 

**Yes, I know,” was the reply. 
those unlucky individuals myself.” ; 

The preface to the book, which was written by 
Mr. Beecher and embodied in the prospectus, to- 
gether with a bandsome steel engraving of Jesus 
and a variety of other subjects of illustration, was 
read to the court. One portion was the following 
admission: ‘This work has been delayed far be- 
yond the expectation of the publishers, without 
fauit of theirs, but simply because, with other du- 
ties incumbent upon me,I could not make haste 
faster than | have. Even after so longa delay the 
first part only is ready to go forth, and for the sec- 
ond iam obliged to solicit the patience of my 
readers. But Iam to complete it within the year.” 
This was written in 1871. 

‘According to the testimony of Mr. Howard, the 
cost of preparing for the publication of the work 
and of its f pergg xe and delivery was $62,100 15, 
distributed as follows: Value of the plant, which 
Included the $10,000 paid to Mr. B-echer, estimated 
at $21,164 61; the cost of the books $29,520 09, and 
of those on hand $11,415.45, The gross receipts for 
the sale of books were $67,484 25. Mr. Sanders 
jnsisted that the difference between the cost of the 
books, ‘$29,520 09, and the gross receipts, which 
gives the sum of $37,964 16, were the profits on the 
first volume. The profits on the second volume, 
based on the number,ot orders received from sub- 
seribers, would, he asserted, have been a similar 
amount, less the cost of printing, delivery, &o. 
The net profits, he estimated, would have been 
about $68,000. He desired leave to amend his com- 
plaint so as to embody this eum as the amountof 
damages to which Mr. Wilkeson is entitled. Mr. 

hearman declared that this was the first time that 

e had ever heard in all the negotiations that had 
taken piace that any claim was made for damages 
prising from the loss of profits. Judge Barrett 
held that amended figures mizht appear in the com- 
plaint, consistent witn the figures given by - el 
hess, but no stch sweeping chances as Mr. Sanders 
contemplated ought to be permitted. Mr. Sanders 
‘will formulate bis amended complaint-and present 
it to-day, In this he is expected to state the full

Several letters from the firm of J. B. Ford & Co. 
gracefully prodding Mr. Beecher at his want of 
diligence in preparing copy for the printers, were 
read by Mr. Howard, in one of which, bearing date. 
Nov. 26, 1 he was urgently asked to re the 
date when they could have his manuscript com- 
plete, and it was added that the keeping of so 
many fin uacertainty was an injustice which he 
gely could relieve. The case will be continued to- 
ay. 


DISPLAYS OF FINE FLO WERS.

THE HORTICULTURAL SOCIETY PURCHASES 
THE OLD CHURCH OF THE DISCIPLES. 
President Samuel Sloan delighted the mem- 
bers of the New-York Horticuitural Society, at 
their monthly gathering yesterday, by the an- 
nouncement that he had at last obtained a home 
forthem. He had taken the responsibility for the 
society of purchasing, for $100,000, property in 
Twenty-eighth-street, west of Broadway, the old 


Church of the Disciples. When the applause had 
subsided Mr. Sloan explained that as the deed had 
not been delivered, no action of the society was 
tequired, but the hall was secured. Most of the 
money had been raised by subscription, and the 
property would be put in trust to secure those who 
subscribed. The bonds would be made in amounts 
within,the:reach of many, if not all, of the members, 
They could have possession Dec. 1, and probably 
on the first Tuesday in the month they would ceie- 
brate their change of quarters with an sary pend 
ally fine display. Mr. Sloan suggested that the an- 
nual fee of membership should be raised from $5 
to $10, to increase the display of flowers, but no 
action was taken on this score, 

The floral display yesterday was very interest- 
ing, some of the chrysanthemums being the finest 
ever put before the public. Old gardeners, happy 
as June bugs, hung over them with delight. An 
odd variety was,the Antonius, of lemon color, with 
a cushion-shaped centre, like an anemone, and 
feathery edges, aud the souvenir de Mercedes, a 
delicate pink hemisphere, comparable to the 
dahlia in fullness of growth. There were 
several fine Japanese varieties. <A_ brilliant 
display was 18 varieties of geranium seedlings 
in all shades from white to pink and deep crimson. 
The Langtry variety is a double seedling of flam- 
ing scarlet. A new Coleus, with a brilliant crim- 
son centre, maroon shading with green edge, 
excited interest, as well as a variety of palms and 
Crotons. The Chattenger Croton was particularly 
striking from the variation of its color and 
mottled style of growth. Near the flowers 
were three remarkable bunches of black Barbar- 
ossa grapes from E. Huckins, Mount Vernon, N. Y. 
For the best six specimens of orchids in bloom the 
first prize was given to William H. Clements, gar- 
dener to Mrs. M. J. Morgan, of this City, and the 
first prize for the best single specimen orchid was 
also awarded to Mr. Clements. The first prize for 
the best 12 chrysanthemums was given toJohn Far- 
rell, gardener to William Barr, of Orange, N. J. 
Other prizes were nearly equally divided between 
Hallock & Thorpe and Mr. Farrell. A carefully 
prepared paver on the culture of the fern, by F. 
Rénbeck, of Bayonne, N. J., was read to the mem- 
bers before adjonrnment. The essayist ranked the 
fern in the front rank of decorative objects. For 
its culture a temperature of 55° to 65° is requisite 
in the Winter. while in the Summer regulation of 
heat is unnecessary. Scrupulous cleanliness should 
be observed. The earth must not be slimy or 
moldy. The seeds of tree ferns sometimes lie 18 
months without germinating. They need a waim 
place. Ferns should not be kept too wet. They 
require fresh air, but not exposure to cold draughts. 
Good drainage must be proviaed for them, and the 
pots must not be too large. 


THE LATE DR. TWING, 


ALARGE NUMBER OF CLERGYMEN ATTEND

DOMINION CAPITALISTS IN THE CITY—A 
POSSIBLE NEW EUROPEAN LINE. 

L. A. Senecal, President of the North Shore 
Railway and of the Richelieu Navigation Com- 
pany, both of the Dominion of Canada, is at the 
Gilsey House, in this City. Several of the gentle- 
men prominent in the management and control of 
he Grand Trunk and the Canada Pacific Railway 
are also inthe City. Mr. Senecal has recently re- 


turned from a European trip, and with him came 
J. A. Chapieau, the Canadian Secretary of S:ate. 
To the general publ c it is stated that the party of 
French Canadians are here asa committee to re- 
ceive their friends on their return from Europe. To 
railroad men the visit of the Canadian capitalists 
has a further significance and a different pur- 
pose. Itis asserted that the object of the visit is 
to secure a consolidation of conflicting interests by 
the purchase of the’North Shore Railway aud the 
Richelieu Navigation (ompany by the Canada Pa- 
cific and Grand Trunk syndicate. Mr. Senecal last 
evening informed a Times reporter that the pur- 
chase had not yet been cosummmated and that it 
might pot be; certainly not unless his terms are 
conceded to. He is the largest owner of the stock, 
and represents a syndicate controlling both 
routes. If the purebase is not __ effected, 
he states it to be the purpose of the syndi- 
cate he represents to complete a_ short 
section of track, 8 miles in length, and then extend 
the road 800 miles west from Montreal, and thus 
opening up a complete competitive lixe through 
the desirable territory of Canada extending west- 
ward from Quebec. Mr. Senecal represents a syn- 
dicate which has arranged to put this scheme 
through. The only thing to interfere witb this 
plan, which will, by the way, open up a new route 
to Europe, is the sale of both properties, the pur- 
chase of which is pow under consideration by the 
syndicate representing the Grand Trunk and Cau- 
ada Pacific Roads.

BIXBY FOR POLICE JUSTICES, AND 
JOHN D. CRIMMINS AND CHARLES R. 
MACLEAN FOR PARK COMMISSIONERS— 
JOAN KELLY’S DESIRES IN THE MATTER. 
When the members of the Common Council 
were called to order by President Sauer yesterday, 
ea’h Alderman was surrounded by a crowd of his 
constituents. Asa result, the Aldermanic chamber 
was packed with politicians and ward bosses of 
high and low degree-mostly the latter. The 
crowd came to hear whom Mayor Grace would 
nominate as successors to Park Commissioner 
MacLean and Police Justices Bixby and Otter- 
bourg, whose terms of office have expired. The 
usual dry routine business of the boaid went on 
for half an hour, and the refined audience was get- 
ting very impatient, when President Sauer an- 
nounced “a Message from his Honor, the Mayor,” 
and the clerk read a communication withdrawing 
the nomination of W. Wetmore Cryder as Park 
Commissioner to succeed Smith E. Lane, which 
nomination was made several months ago. This 


was asurprise to everybody in the chamber, and 
the Mayor’s letter was placed on file in silence. 
Then another communication was read, nominat- 
ing Michae! J. Costello for Police Justice, to suc- 
ceed Justice Otterbourg. This was surprise 
No. 2, tor Mr. Costello’s name had not be- 
fore been mentioned for the place. Al- 
derman Martin moved to lay the nomina- 
tion on the tabie, and all his colleagues 
promptly voted yea. Then the Aldermen listened 
to surprise No. 8as the clerk read out the nomi- 
nation of John D. Crimmins for Park Commission- 
er in place of Smith E. Lane. On Aldermen 
Keenan's motion this document was quietly laid 
on the table. A moment later the nomination of 
Charles F. MacLean, to succeed himself in the Park 
Board, was received and sent in the wake of its 
predecessors at Alderman Fitzpatrick’s suggestion. 
Then came surprise No. 4 in the shape of 
@ renomination of Butler H. Bixby for 
the office of Police Justice, which he 
has filled for nearly 20 years. Very few per- 
sons had expected this nomination, and, like 
all the others, it was tabled by a unanimous vote, 
Without a word of soesdhwiskine or comment of 
any kind the Aldermen returned to routine work, 
and a few minutes later they adjourned. 

After adjournment the nominations of the Mayor 
were freely talked about, and nearly every Alder- 
man gave it as his opinion that none of those 
named need expect to be confirmed this year, un- 
less by a deal. ‘hat a deal would be effected, 
however, was considered highly improbable. John 
Kelly has made up his mind to two things—-“ Sid” 
Nichols must not be ousted from his oftice as Police 
Commissioner, in which he can be of great service 
to the Tammany chief, and the Hon. Patrick Gavan 
Duffy must again be made a Police Justice. The 
other offices may be fought for by the henchmen. 
without interference on his part, but Nichols and 
Duffy Kelly must and will have, or nobody else 
will have anything. These are his orders, and it is 
safe to xay they will be obeyed. As Mayor Grace 
is not likely to nominate these two worthies, the 
present nominations will undoubtedly remain in 
the pigeon-holes of the Common Council Chamber 
for the remainder of the year. It will then bein 
order for Mayor Edson to send in the names of 
Nichols and Daffy ander John Kelly’s instructions, 
and thus carry out the compact which certair of 
ee leaders have entered into with 

elly. 

Michael J. Costello, the new nominee for Police 
Justice, isa young lawver who first became gen- 
erally known by taking an active part in the Land 
League movement in this City. A year ago he was 
elected to the Assembly by the Tammany Hall and 
County Democracy organizations of the Seven- 
teenth District, receiving his nomination from 
Tammany. He failed to be renominated this Fall, 
Mayor Grace said yesterday that Mr. Costello's 
record in the Legislature was an excellent one, his 
voice and vote always being thrown for the legis- 
lation urged by the Mayor and Controller Camp- 
bell in the interests of the City. 

vobn D. Crimmins, who is named for the Park 
Commissionership, Is a well-known general con- 
trac or, who has numerous contructs from the City 
for paving, grading, aud regul ting streets, build- 
ing sewers, &c. Heis an active supporter of the 
County Democracy. 

Despite Mayor Grace’s oft-repeated assertion 
that so long as he was Mayor he would never nom- 
inate a Republican for any office, she story was 
again circulated yesterday that the Mayor was 
anxious to nominate Charity Commissioner Hess 
(Republicans) and Fire Commissioner Purroy (Anti- 
Keily Tammany) for Police Justices. ‘Lhe retailers 
of this story declared that Mr. Hess was to be

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A FIGHT FOR A CORONERSHIP. 


VOTING FOR TWO CANDIDATES WHEN 
THERE WAS ONLY ONE VACANCY. 

The Westchester County Board of Super- 
visors met at White Plains yesterday and organ- 
ized asa Board of County Canvassers by electing 
Mr. Henry Phelps, of New-Rochelle, Chairman. As 
the Supervisor from Bedford was about to read 
the official canvass, Mr. Odle Close read two pro- 
tests concerning tho office of Coroner. One was 
from Dr. Charles J. Nordquist, who cesired the 
board to take notice that at the annual election 
last year he was duly elected, on the Republican 
ticket, a Coroner of the county for a term of three 
years from the ist day of January, 1882, and that, 
having duly qualified, he assumed the duties of that 


office and bas hitherto continued inthe discharge 
thereof. He therefore protests against the 
board treating his office as vacant or declar- 
ing any person elected to succeed _ him, 
The other protest was from John H. Schiobohm, 
the Republican candidate for the office of Coroner 
at the recent election He protested against the 
board counting any ballots for the office of Cor- 
oner except such as contain one name only on each 
bailot for the office, for the following reasons: 
First—Because he believes Dr. Charles J. Nord- 
quist was duly elected a Coroner at the election on 
Noy. 8, 1881, and, consequently, the term of only 
one Coroner expires on the 31st day of December, 
1882, and that only one Coroner should have been 
elected at the recent election. Second—Because a 
large number of ballots were cast at the recent 
election containing two names as candidates for 
the position of Coroner, and that such ballots can- 
not show the intent of the persons easting them. 
The petitioner therefore demanded that a certifi- 
cate of election be issued to such person as shall 
have had the largest number of ballots containing 
such single vame on each ballot for Coroner, At 
the recent election Mr. Schlobohm was the only 
candidate voted for on the Republican ticket for 
the office of Coroner. On the Democratic ticket 
the names of Edward J. Mitchell and Leonard D. 
Tice were printed, both apparently for full terms. 
The canvassers did not complete their work, which 
will be continued to-day. In the town of Cort- 
landt ‘** Proxy French” received one vote for Gov- 
ernor. The returns from one district in that town 
being incomplete, they were ordered to be re- 
turned for correction. 
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CAUSE OF THE PEARL-STREET FIRE. 

The origin of the fire which occurred on the 
8th inst. in the store of Messrs. Illsley, Doubleday 
& Co., No. 243 Pearl-street, and which resulted ia 
the death of a nephew of Mr. Doubleday and a loss 
of over $50,000, was ascertained yesterday. John 
Brown, a workman in the store who was so severe- 
ly burned at the time that he is still an inmate of 


Bellevue Hospital, made a statement to Fire Mar- 
shal Sheldon in which he said that on the day of 
the fire he was in the cellar of the premises 
filling a barrel with varnish, and another work- 
man was nezr him filling the varnish into 
cans. There were several gaslights burning about 
him, the nearest being three feet from where ho 
was working. He had poured varnish from a four- 
gallon can into the barrel, and then removed the 
funnel from the barrel and placed it on the can 
about two feet from the gaslight. He lighted a 
piece of wood at the gas-burner and held it over 
the bung-hole of the barre! to see if it was full, and 
then threw the burning wood behind him. Ina 
moment he was enveloped in flames, The barrel, 
the can, and the floor all appeared to be on fire, 
and he ran out of the Cliff-street door. There was 
no fire between him and the Cliff-street end of the 
building, but the flames followed him very fast as 
he was escaping. The testimony of Brown leaves 
no doubt that the fire was caused by spilled var- 
nish on the floor igniting from the burning wood 
thrown away by him. 
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LOUIS OLSON DIES IN THE HOSPITAL. 

Louis Olson, who on Sunday shot his wife, 
Sophia, at the Vanderbilt Hotel, and wounded 
her so seriously that her death occurred the 
following day, died yesterday at Bellevue 
Hospital When he shot his wife he was 


suffering from frenzy produced by excessive in- 
dulgence in drink, and after he was locked upin 
the prison attached to the Fifty-seventh-street 
court he made two attempts to commit sui- 
cide. In Bellevue Hospital he became so 
violent thatit was found necessary to restrain him 
in a strait-jacket and he was strapped down to the 
iron cot in his cell. While in that condition he was 
compelled to take some nourishment. When he be- 
came calmer the strait-jacket was removed and he 
was allowed the liberty of the cell. During the after-

noon and evening Oison begged piteously for whis- 
ky, and by the directions of the physicians in 
charge small quantities of liquor were given him. 
During the night his excitement and delirium in- 
creased, and yesterday morning he was so violent 
that the attendants were again compelled to put 
on the eo and sirap him down to the 
cot in the cell. He gradually quieted down and 
sankinto a comatose condition, from which he 
never recovered, and he died at 110’clock. The 
orphan children are still in charge of the Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Children.

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RUMORS OF RESIGNATIONS. 


THE CLERKSHIP OF THE CIRCUIT COURT— 
MR. WOODFORD NOT TO LEAVE GIS OFFICE. 
It was extensively rumored yasterday 
among the politieians that Mr. Joseph M. Deuel, 
Clerk of the United States Circuit Court, haa ten- 
dered his resignation to the court abeut three 
weeks ago, to take effect when his successor is ap- 
pointed, and that a strong effort was being made 
to secure his position for Timothy Griffith.

When asked yesterday 
if it was true that he had tendered his resignation 
he declined to have anything to say on the subject. 
Col. George Bliss, when appealed to for informa- 
tion, said that he knew nothing in regard 
to Mr. Deuel’s resignation or his intentions. 
Several other prominent politicians were seen by 
Tue Times's reporter, but no one of them was will- 
ing to confirm the rumor that Mr. Deuel had re- 
signed. The question of appointing his successor 
is left entirely to the court, and, President Arthur 
has nothing to do with it except that he may bring 
his influence to bear. Timothy Griffith, wno, it is 
said, is being strongly urged for the position, isa 
lawyer whose intimate relations with ex-Senator 
Roscoe Conkling have made him familiar with 
most of the secrets of that retired statesman. He 
was for many years the private secretary of Mr. 
Conkling, and that gentleman is said te bethe 
principal backer of his claims to the office which 
Mr. Deuei now holds. Mr. Griffith was at one time, 
in the early part of the Garfield Administration, a 
Special Agentin the Post Office Department, but he 
retained this position for a short time only. 

During a few days past rumors have been heard 
frequently that United States District Attorney 
Woodford had tendered his resignation to the 
President. Mr. Woodford, speaking yesterday toa 
Times reporter, said that any and all rumors that 
he had tendered his resignation or contemplated 
tendering it were absolutely untrue, It is known, 
however, that early in November, 1881, Gen. 
Woodford went to Washington, called on Presi- 
dent Arthur, and offered his resignation, which 
was promptly declined, and the President request- 
ed him to remain in office.

THE RAILROAD COMMISSION. 


EX-SENATOR JOHN O'DONNELL AND A. B. 
HEPBURN CONSIDERED BY THE NEW- 
YORK SOCIETIES, 


The law creating a State Railroad Com- 
mission gives the nomination of one of the Com- 
missioners to the Chamber of Commerce of this 
City, the Board of Trade and Transportation, and 
the Anti-Monopoly League. The three organiza- 
tions held a conference yesterday at the rooms of 
the Chamber of Commerce, George W. Lane pre- 
siding. Among the gentlemen present were Wil- 
liam H. Fogg, Charles S. Smith, Oliver Harriman, 
A. G. Arnold, Morris K. Jesup, George Wilson, 
Jackson S. Schultz, William E. Dedge, Ambrose 
Snow, A. B. Miller, L. E. Chittenden, F. B.Thurpber, 
W.H. Wiley, and Darwin R. James. Many of these 
gentlemen are members of all three organizations. 
A large majority of those present favored the nom- 
ination of ex-Senator John O’Donnell, of Lewis 
County. The gentlemen representing the Anti- 
Monopoly League and the Board of Trade and 
Transportation were unanimous in his support. 
Mr. F. B. Vhurber eulogized Mr. O’Donnell and 
told of the ** inestimable service”’ whieh Vir. O’Don- 
nell had rendered in behalf of legislation to hold 
the monopolies of the State to accountability. L. 
E. Chittenden spoke in the same strain. Mr. 
Charles 8. Smith, as Chairman of the Executive 
Committee of the Chamber of Commerce, also spoke 
of the abilities of Mr. O’Donnell. One man in this 
State, however, he believed ranked far above all 
others as conspicuously fitted to represent the peo- 
ple upon the Railroad Commission, and this was A. 
B. Hepburn. The mention of Mr. Hepburn’s name 
Was greeted with applause. Mr. Chittenden felt 
certain that Mr. Hepburn would be placed upon 
the commission asthe nominee of the Governor. 
William E. Dodge, R. R. Austen, and Jackson S. 
Schuitz eulogized Mr. O’Donuell and hoped to see 
him nominated. The conference adjourned after 
this brief in erchange of views. The Executive 
Committee of the Chamber of Commerce will meet 
on Friday, end arrangemeuts will then probably be 
made to join at once with the other organizations 
in recommending a nominee. 
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JOHN H. GLANCY’S DELUSIONS. 

Dr. George W. Fowler, of No. 11 West For- 
ty-fifth-street, testified yesterday before Referee 
Theodore F. Miller, in the case of John H. Glancy, 
who, it is alleged, is a sane person improperly de- 


tained in the Insane Asylum on Ward’s Island. 
Dr. Fowler said he had examined Glancy and found 
that he entertained certain false ideas or delusions. 
These ideas were with regard to some fire extin- 
guishers which he bad once seep in operation, 
Glancy knew nothing whatever as to the applica- 
tion or mechanism of these machines. lis delusion 
with regard to them was that they could produce 
the effect upon him of sending him to sleep or 
rendering him insensible. He also showed de- 
lusive ideas as to location in connection 
with these machines, imagining that. they 
were kept under beds, in cellars, and that 
they were concealed behind Police Sergeants’ 
desks. He found Glancy very susceptible to reason 
on this subject, however, and it was easy to dis- 
abuse him as to his false ideas. Glancy gave Dr. 
Fowler a history of certain ghostly encounters 
which he believed to have come within the scope 
of his experience. Glancy was, however prepared 
to admit that the phenomena he thought he had 
witnessed might have been produced as the result 
of pranks played upon him by friends. Glancy’s 
conversation was very rational for a man of his 
mental calibre and educational advantages. The 
trouble in his eyes was caused by optic degenera- 
tion. In his opinion there was no doubt that 
Glancy was also suffering from degeneration of 
the brain. Intelligence, combined with judgment, 
reason, and memory, constituted sanity. Glancy 
had a good memory, and was of fair intelligence, 
but his judgment was affected. The witness did 
not think Glancy a dangerous lunatic. He be- 
lieved him to be suffering from softening of the 
brain, and subject to delusions. How far his men- 
tal diease and delusions might eventually develop 
it was impossible to determine. Giancy had not 
so far shown any tendeney to resort to violence, 
and he thought that the question asto his being 
allowed to go at large should depend upon the 
surveillance he wouid receive from friends after 
his release. Dr. Fowler’s testimony closed‘ the 
proceedings before the Referee.
